ack Pardee was not surprised when 

Forrest Gregg took what may be the 

toughest coaching jab in America 

Pardee and Gregg are much alike. 

They're native Texans. They both 

played in the Southwest Conference, 
had long, distinguished pro careers and were 
successful NFL coaches. They both made 
valiant comebacks from cancer. They both took 
jobs trying to revive inner-city programs with no 
Previous college coaching experience. They 
both were called crazy. 

But Gregg didn't scoff when Pardee called 
three years ago to tell him he was quitting his 
job as a Green Bay Packers scout. He didn't 
laugh when Pardee said he was taking the head 
coaching position at the University of Houston, 
aschool that had gone 1-10 the season before, 
was under NCAA investigation and faced huge 
financial questions. 

Forrest Gregg, coach of the Green Bay 
Packers, was envious. 

"He said, ‘It'd be great to have a chance at 
the college level and have a hand working with 
players before it's too late,’ " Pardee said 

Too late. The description would seem to fit 
Greg's timing at SMU. Three years ago, the 
Mustangs had the winningest program in the 


country Bul for the last two years, they haven't 
had a program at all. The NCAA's “death penal- 
ty" took care of it 

Now football is back at the Hilltop. And so 
is Gregg, who was a co-captain of the Mustangs 
in 1955. He goes into the fall with three letter- 
men, 47 walk-ons and only 13 players above 
the rank of sophomore 

He can't wait. 

“| told the players when they reported last 
fall that the season would be here before you 

"he said. "We know what's in front of 


What's behind Forrest Gregg is a series of 
professional football coaching jobs that seemed 
good at first. But the welcomes withered quickly. 
He grew disenchanted with the poor discipline, 
the poor work habits. He said he wanted to 
make a difference with the players and he could- 
n'tdo that as an NFL coach.

Rebuilding Job

This is a great institution offering the 
opportunity for a great education. People come 
here to be challenged.” 

This is the challenge: A glorified high 
school team must weather a season that con- 
Cludes its road schedule with Texas A&M, Notre 
Dame and Arkansas. 

“It's a hard job," Pardee said of his old 
friend's prospects. “If you ask anybody, they're 
Not expected to win a game. It won't be a pres- 
sure situation for a while because of that. But 
that doesn't make it any easier.” 

Gregg, of course, already knows it won't be 
easy. He may not have liked it if it were. 

He started out in hard times. He grew up 
one of 11 children on a farm and moved out at 
15. His Sulphur Springs (Texas) High Schoo! 
coach, C.L. “Skinny” Davis, put him up in the 
gym at first. He ate hamburgers three times a 
day. He later moved into a garage apartment. 
“And that was high cotton to him considering 
how tough times had been out on the farm," 
Davis said. 

Davis talked Gregg out of going to Texas 
A&M and he went instead to SMU. The 
Mustangs had grown a reputation for great of- 
fenses built around running backs like Doak 
Walker and Kyle Rote, and Gregg became an

AIl-SWC tackle on both offense and defense. 

He played for the Green Bay Packers a few dismal seasons, including a 
1-10-1 record in 1958, before a stubby, gap-toothed, bespectacled fellow 
showed up one day. Gregg had thought about quitting before Vince 
Lombardi arrived, But an incident at training camp would change Gregg's 
mind, and forever influence his playing and coaching style. 

Max McGee, the Packers’ veteran wide receiver, failed to run out a pass 
pattern in practice one day. It was no big sin; McGee had had his way 
under the previous coaching staff and had proved he was a game-day play- 
er. But, to Lombardi, every day was game day. 

Vincent got on him,” Gregg recalled one day. "I never heard a guy 
chewed out the way he was that day. That's when | said to myself that 
maybe | better stick around and see how all of this turns out.” 

Gregg played in a Packer-record 187 consecutive games. He was cho- 
sen All-Pro eight consecutive times and was picked to play in nine Pro 
Bowls. Lombardi, who had coached Paul Hornung and Bart Starr and Jim 
Taylor and Jerry Kramer and Ray Nitschke, called Gregg “the finest player | 
ever coached." 

Gregg found out what it was like to work and win. The Packers won 
five NFL championships in one seven-year stretch in the 1960s. Gregg was 
a vital cog in that performance, but he tended to underestimate his contri- 
bution. He tried to quit in 1963 to become an assistant coach at Tennessee 
until Lombardi found out. 

Gregg, speaking to Lombardi over the telephone, had barely begun his 


explanation when Lombardi ended the conversation. 

“You just get back up here,” he said. 

Gregg obeyed. He played until after the 1970 season and retired again. 
He went back to Texas and tried to go into business. But this time Tom 
Landry talked him out of quitting. The Cowboys, who had just lost Super 
Bowl V to Baltimore, needed help in the offensive line. Gregg came back for 
‘one more season and one more NFL championship. 

He quit for good that time. He worked as an NFL assistant for three 
seasons in San Diego and Cleveland before Browns owner Art Modell gave 
him the chance that seemed natural: He made him a head coach, 

Gregg took his 1976 team from a 3-11 record the season before to 9-5 
and Coach of the Year honors. He already had won a greater victory, In 
January, 1976, doctors diagnosed a lump on his thigh as a malignant 
tumor. It took two operations to remove it and keep it from spreading. 

But the kind of toughness he showed in beating cancer did not play 
well with the players. Dissension grew with the Browns. So did the rift be- 
tween Modell and Gregg. Injuries added to the problems as the Browns lost 
six of their last seven games. Gregg quit with a game remaining in the 
1977 season and the Browns at 6-7. 

Gregg, whose sense of humor sometimes belies his stern exterior, was 
philosophical about his relationship with Modell several years later. 

“The best | can come up with is we were both ill," he said, "He made 
me sick and | made him sick." 

Modell, however, has since become one of Greg's biggest fans. He 
told a reporter when Gregg was hired that, “I'm proud that | gave him his 
first job. He did a fine job here. It wasn't too pleasant of a parting of the 
ways. No parting is." 

Gregg got out of coaching for a year, but returned the next to head the 
Toronto Argonauts of the Canadian Football League. Paul Brown hired him 
the next season to coach Cincinnati. The Bengals went 6-10 that first sea- 
son. But, the next, they finished 12-4 and lost to San Francisco in the 
Super Bowl. Gregg became the first man to participate in the Super Bow! as 
a player and coach. 

“He ran a tight shop and it paid off," said Ken Riley, the Bengals’ for- 
mer All-Pro defensive back. “A veteran team could have played forever for 
coach (Homer) Rice. A young team needed a strong hand." 

But the Bengals went from playing in the Super Bow! of the 1981 sea- 
son to 7-2 in strike-shortened 1982 and 7-9 in 1983; and the strong hand 
became an iron fist to the players. Gregg's patience shortened. He blew up 
during a punting drill in his last season at Cincinnati and funneled his 
anger at punter Pat Mcinally. 

“What are you supposed to do on that play, Mcinally?” he bellowed, 

"My primary objective," began the Harvard-educated Mclnally, "is to 
impede the movement of the strong safety, but it is highly unlikely that | will 
be able to accomplish this because of the velocity he achieves as he trans- 
ports himself from one place to another. Therefore, | will endeavor to throw 
myself in the path of someone else bent on undermining the success of our 
hay sophisticated maneuver." 

fegg's eyes characteristically widened for a moment. 

"That's right," he said, “I think.” i 

But the laughs were few that last season. He quit again, this time on 
Christmas Eve of 1983. He left to go home, he thought: back to Green Bay. 
He told everyone when he left that this was where he had always wanted to 
feturn. The only job he would have left Cincinnati to take. 

But this was no longer Lombardi's team. The Packers would prove to 
be Gregg's biggest disappointment, not only on the field, but off it. 

Three players were charged in sexual assault cases, Gregg supported 
them, but the public relations problems soon became too great. The 
Packers went from mediocre to bad under Gregg. The game got worse in 
1987, when the players went on strike and the owners decided to do with- 
out them. Substitutes were brought in and teams struggled. Philadelphia

ing jobs. Two of the new head 
coaches in the Southwest 
Conference have defensive back- 
grounds, R.C. Slocum was elevated from de- 
fensive coordinator to replace Jackie Sherrill at 
Texas A&M. New Rice boss Fred Goldsmith 
came from Arkansas, where he served as Ken 
Hatfield's defensive coordinator. At Southern 
Methodist, the league's other new coach is for- 
mer SMU and NFL standout Forrest Gregg, 
who played offensive tackle. Gregg joins David 
Mc\Williams of Texas and Ken Hatfield of 
Arkansas as SWC head coaches who have re- 
turned to their alma mater. ... Hatfield had to 
feplace both top assistants, as offensive coor- 
dinator David Lee left to become head coach at 
Texas-E! Paso. Jack Crow is the new offensive 
coordinator, with Bob Trott taking over the de- 
fense. ... Slocum went West to get offensive 
coordinator Bob Toledo from Oregon and as- 
sistant head coach Tom Hayes from UCLA. 
Bob Davie, who had worked with the Aggie 
linebackers, took Slocum’s place as defensive 
coordinator. ... One of the most interesting 
coaching changes was the return of Lynn 
Amedee to the conference, Amedee joined the 
UT staff after one year at Florida. He had previ- 
ously directed the A&M offense during three 
straight Cotton Bowl seasons. UT's other coor- 
dinator is also new, and he's another familiar 
face. Leon Fuller returns to the Longhorns 
after a stint as head coach at Colorado State. 
Because of a quirk in the schedule, the 
annual battle between Texas and Texas A&M 
will not be played on Thanksgiving this year. 
That game has become a holiday tradition, and 
a staple of ESPN's college football broadcasts. 
However, fans can still get Aggie football with 
their turkey leftovers. A&M's game against 
Arkansas was moved to the Friday after 
Thanksgiving to accomodate CBS, which will 
televise the game nationally. ... The Houston 
Cougars, who set several offensive records 
last season, will have some company in the 
{ill-the-air-with-footballs style of play this sea- 
son. Southern Methodist and Texas Christian 
plan on using versions of the run-and-shoot 
offense this season, 
Texas is counting on UCLA transfer Brian 
Jones to step in and replace Britt Hager in the 
heart of the Longhorn defense. Jones has a big 


jersey to fill: He will wear No. 60, previously 
worn by UT greats Tommy Nobis and Hager. 
Arkansas officials were considering playing all 
six of their home games at Fayetteville because 
of renovations needed at War Memorial 
Stadium in Little Rock. However, enough re- 
pairs have been made for the Razorbacks to 
face Texas-E! Paso, Houston and SMU at Little 
Rock. ... Wayne Walker, one of the key mem- 
bers of Texas Tech's receiving corps, aka the 
Smurfs, is gone, but the Red Raiders hope his 
younger brother, James, can continue the fam- 
ily tradition 

The biggest switch around Aggieland after 
Sherrill’s departure? It would have to be a new 
relaxed atmosphere. They have also taken 
down the many poster-sized pictures of 
Sherrill that adorned the walls around the ath- 
letic department and dining hall. Slocum, by 
the way, moved into the office formerly occu- 
pied by John David Crow. When Crow, A&M's 
only Heisman Trophy winner, took over as ath- 
letic director, he moved into Sherrill's big of- 
fice. ... Baylor lost more than just a pass catch- 
er when Bobby Jack Goforth injured a knee 
during spring drills. The versatile Goforth also 
feturned kicks and held for field goal attempts. 

.. Tech's standout defensive back, Donald 
Harris, was the starting center fielder for the 
Red Raider baseball team 

On the NCAA beat: Houston's probation 
will keep the Cougars out of bow! games for 
two seasons and off television for one year. 
TCU came off probation in May. The Horned 
Frogs will still feel the effects, with consider 
ably less than the 95 scholarships NCAA rules 
allow. A&M is still on probation this season, 
but it will not keep the Aggies off television or 
out of a bow! game. That's as long as no addi- 
tional sanctions are handed out in wake of al- 
legations that led to Sherrill's resignation. 
Hampered by uncertaintity concerning their 
status with the NCAA, the Aggie coaches saved 
some of their available scholarships for next 
February. 

Arkansas is switching from the Flexbone 
offense to the | formation. The Razorbacks will 
still run the option, however. Texas A&M, on 
the other hand, will use the option less with 
Toledo as the new offensive coordinator and 
quarterback Bucky Richardson expected to 
tedshirt because of a serious knee injury. 
Aggie outside linebacker Aaron Wallace, who 


had to share the spotlight with John Roper and 
other top-notch linebackers last year, got plen- 
ly of attention in spring training. On timing day 
at the end of drills, the 6-4, 235-pound 
Wallace ran six 40-yard sprints, all under 4.5 
seconds. Wallace is within reaching distance 
of the school record for quarterback sacks, 
held by Jacob Green. 

Baylor coach Grant Teaff has sent his 
share of running backs to the NFL, even 
though he hasn't always signed the blue-chip 
funners. That has changed of late, with highly 
fegarded Robert Strait joining Anthony Ray as 
top drawer recruits. ... The Bears were without 
star safety Robert Blackmon during spring 
drills, Blackmon was suspended from the uni- 
versity for disciplinary reasons, but is expected 
back in the fall. ... Houston got into the family 
act by signing 235-pound nose guard Linton 
Weatherspoon, the younger brother of Cougar 
fullback Chuck Weatherspoon. Linton is called 
Little Spoon. ... SMU's Mustangs also have a 
family affair. Forrest Gregg's son, Al, will 
coach the defensive line. Al played center for 
the Mustangs and lettered in 1984. ... At Rice, 
quarterback Donald Hollas is the younger 
brother of linebacker Will Hollas. They also 
have a cousin, Shane, on the Ow! roster. 

Baylor linebacker James Francis, who had 
been a member of the Bear basketball team, 
gave up hoops to concentrate on football dur- 
ing the spring. That move seems sound, espe- 
cially since A&M lost two players, Albert 
Jones and Emanuel Johnson, to knee injuries 
suffered during pickup or intramural basketball 
games. ... Baylor recruit David Leaks, an offen- 
sive lineman, is the cousin of former Texas star 
Roosevelt Leaks. ... A&M defensive end 
Terry Price is the cousin of Tracy Rocker, 
who won the Lombardi Award last season at 
Auburn. ... Baylor's early schedule resem- 
bles the death march A&M had to open 
1988. The Bears will begin the season with 
toad games against Oklahoma and Georgia. 
The Aggies began last season against 
Nebraska in the Kickoff Classic, then faced 
LSU on the road, losing both games. .. 

SMU will end its two-year hiatus against 
Rice, which has the longest current losing 
streak in Division | college football. ... The 
Aggies will play host to Southern 
Mississippi, which is coached by former 
A&M assistant Curley Hallman.) 
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"Horns Hope To REBOUND

hen David McWilliams 

takes an analytical look at 

the 1988 football season, 

one that began with 

promise and ended with 
the Horns’ worst record in 32 years, he'll 
talk about his sophomores. 

The Longhorn head coach doesn't 
bemoan the way his sophomores played 
last year. Just that they had to. 

"You always try to go back and ex- 
plain,” the third-year Longhorn head 
coach said. “Like why the first year we 
were able to overcome injuries to our se- 
niors. We were able to rely on juniors, 
Last year we had seniors injured, but we 
didn't have a junior class, A class there 
was missing." 

That left McWilliams with his sopho- 
mores and redshirt freshmen, the first 
group he recruited to Texas. There was 
one second-year Longhorn in particular 
whose mistakes he's quick to point out 
One who wasn't as prepared as he proba- 
bly should have been. One who didn't 
handle problems that cropped up as well 
as he'd hoped 

One by the name of David 
McWilliams 

“There's no question | learned a lot 
last year," said McWilliams, who has an 
18-16 record in four seasons as a head 
coach. "It goes back to me not having a 
ot of experience as a head coach. | made 
some good decisions, but | also see | 
made some questionable ones. I've 
learned from my mistakes." 

There were plenty of them to go 
around last year as the Horns went 4-7. 

"| thought we'd be better,” 
McWilliams said. "The expectations were 
high, not only from the alumni, but by 
me, too. | don't think you can ever say the 


expectations are too high, but | didn't fac- 
tor in some things." 

Things McWilliams had not counted 
on were: 

© The one-game suspension of 
Heisman Trophy candidate Eric Metcalf 
for not repaying summer school tuition 
money. It came on the eve of the Horns’ 
opener against Brigham Young, a 47-6 


whipping, and set the tone for a troubled 
season, 

© Young and not exceptionally quick, 
the UT secondary had trouble keeping up 
with powerful passing attacks and al- 
lowed 2,505 yards and 18 touchdowns 

By midseason, veteran Shannon 
Kelley was benched as the starting quar- 
terback in favor of redshirt freshman 
Mark Murdock, who nearly rallied the 
Horns to a win over Arkansas. 

By the Arkansas game, the Horns 
would lose defensive tackles Rocky Allen, 
Roger Fritcher, Ken Hackemack, Steve 
Llewellyn and Paul Moriarity for parts of 
the season to injuries 

© More injuries to the offensive line, 
which lost projected starters Ed Cunning- 
ham and Brian Nielsen before the first 
game and finished the season with only 


seven healthy offensive linemen. 

Anybody want to talk Cotton Bowl 
this time around? 

"I don't think anybody is looking too 
far ahead right now,” Cunningham said. 
“We got drummed last year. There's no 
other way to put it. I'm not even looking 
past the next practice. The Cotton Bowl is 
Not even a light at the end of the tunnel." 

That's not pessimism in 
Cunningham's voice, just realism. The 
Horns still have too many question marks 
in the present to be thinking about the fu- 
ture. 

Last year the Horns’ offense struggled 
and its defense gave up more points than 
any other Texas defensive unit, a total of 
304, Fans, alumni and media alike spec- 
ulated about what changes were going to 
be make. 

McWilliams answered, although he 
took his sweet time. Defensive.coordina- 
tor Paul Jette resigned in January after 
being linked to recruiting violations at 
Oklahoma State. McWilliams fired two 
other assistants, defensive tackles coach 
Bill Hicks and tight end coach Bryant 
Pool, and reassigned offensive coordina- 
tor John Mize as tight end coach. 

To remodel the Horns, McWilliams 
brought in a pair of familiar faces. Former 
Texas defensive coordinator Leon Fuller 
returned after a stint as head coach at 
Colorado State. To find the right offensive 
balance, McWilliams turned to Florida of- 
fensive coordinator Lynn Amedee 
Amedee, who ran Texas A&M offenses 
that reached and won the Cotton Bowl, 
builds his attack around passes to run- 
ning backs and tight ends.

“I'll preface my remarks by saying, ‘I 
love it,’ * said incumbent quarterback 
Mark Murdock. “We'll spread the ball 
around more. Throw a 5-yard pattern to a 
back and let him turn it into a big gain 
We're a lot more diverse. Amedee's big 
kick is getting good matchups, like get- 
ting (wideout) Tony Jones on a lineback- 
er." 

Amedee won't have to deal with the 
challenge his predecessors faced, but 
that's not necessarily good news. For the 
last four years the question has been how 
to make the best use out of the versatile 
Metcalf, who's since moved on to the 
pros. Instead, all Amedee has to do is 
find a replacement 

There isn't much to chose from - 
only four scholarship running backs were 
on hand in the spring - but what the 
group lacks in numbers it makes up for in 
potential. The most impressive of the 
group has been 5'11", 206-pound junior 
Chris Samuels, who ran for 202 yards as 
Metcalf's backup last fall and is the top 
candidate for work in Amedee's frequent 
one-back sets. 

Texas must also find a fullback to re- 
place four-year starter Darron Norris, who 
was often overlooked but was a solid run- 
ner in his own right. Junior Deon 
Cockrell (6-1, 208) will get the first crack, 
with converted tailback Patrick Wilson 
penciled in as his backup. Tailback Eric 
Williams, known as much for his poten- 
tial as his injuries, missed the spring for 
academic reasons. 

Adrian Walker, who redshirted as a 
freshman, is running as Samuels’ backup 
and is the Horns’ best inside runner. 
Lacking a big runner for short-yardage 
situations or blocking, UT experimented 
in the spring with tight end Mark 
Semmelman (6-3, 220) in the backfield. 

UT's recruiting class, ranked among 
the top five nationally in most polls, 
could have its mark in the backfield. 
McWilliams is hoping for help from 
Lemel Foreman (6-0, 185), Kenneth Neal 
(6-2, 203), Pascal Watty (5-9, 180) or 
Phil Brown (5-11, 185) 

Although Murdock returns at quarter- 
back, his hold on the starting role is ten- 
uous at best. The sophomore is notori- 
ously slow afoot (4.9 in the 40 yard 
dash), which would cause problems with 
the Horns option attack. Coupled with a 
strong spring showing by senior 
Donovan Forbes, whose career has been 


buffeted by problems with academics and 
consistency, that has made the quarter- 
back race fairly wide open heading into 
the fall. 

Forbes future looks bright, and not 
only because Amedee likes to use two 
quarterbacks. Redshirt freshmen Jason 
Burleson (6-7, 235), who could play 
linebacker or tight end if he doesn't stick 
at quarterback, and Pete Gardere, whose 
quickness and improvisational style has 
been impressive, are waiting in the 
wings. Whoever wins the starting quar- 
terback job should have some talented 
receivers to throw to. 

Senior Tony Jones, who caught 42 
passes for a UT record 838 yards in earn- 
ing All-Southwest Conference honors last 
fall, is nonpareil as a deep threat. The 
Cash twins - Keith and Kerry - return 
for the famous lob pass. Their combined 
21 catches last year went for seven of the 
Horns’ 13 touchdowns. Possession re- 
ceiver Johnny Walker, a high school 
teammate of the Cashes, is also back 

Wide receiver is one of the positions 
where freshmen are expected to con- 
tribute immediately and the Horns have 
some potential impact players in Mike 
Davis (6-0, 171, 4.28 speed) of Copperas 
Cove and Darrick Duke (6-3, 198) of 
Houston Reagan 

The tight ends will play an important 
part in the Horns’ new offense and the top 
three from a year ago return. Senior 
Stephen Clark (6-5, 235), who's started 
since his freshman season, was slowed 
by a broken foot in the spring. 
Semmelman and Curtis Thrift (6-5, 236) 
add solid depth. 

McWilliams won't have to face the 
same Col. Travis-like feeling of being 
outnumbered in the offensive line. 
Eighteen scholarship linemen went 
through spring drills and UT is solid at 
every position except center, where a ca- 
pable replacement must be found for Alan 
Champagne. 

Champagne played virtually every of- 
fensive snap last fall, so the candidates to 
replace him are marked with inexperi- 
ence. Former walk-on Todd Smith (6-3, 
250), a converted defensive lineman, was 
the most impressive in the spring. 
Redshirt freshman Turk McDonald (6-5, 
260) won the backup role in the spring as 
Chad McMillan, expected to challenge for 
the starting role, missed drills with a bro- 
ken finger. 
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UT returns five starters at the other 
four offensive line spots, although three 
are tackles. Cunningham, who is about 
10 pounds lighter (295) than two seasons 
ago, is back at tackle, as are Stan Thomas 
(6-6, 280) and Charles Seafous (6-5, 
281), last year's starters. Guard Duane 
Miller (6-3, 280) started last year. Scott 
Gooch (6-4, 250) moved into the starting 
lineup last year after Omar Saleh broke 
his leg. Chuck Jackson will be a top re- 
serve. 

The Horns’ outstanding recruiting 
Class of last year is prepared to move in 
after redshirting, Sam Adams (6-7, 300), 
Jeff Boyd (6-5, 290), Paul Moriarity (6-6, 
275) and Bruce Bass (6-6, 270) will pro- 
vide good depth in the line for the first 
time in several seasons. 

Defensively the Horns must replace 
their leader, find two new starters at 
linebacker and rebuild a secondary that 
was ripped apart by gleeful quarterbacks. 

Fuller hopes to avoid the mismatches 
that opponents exploited last year by 
making it easier for the Horns to adjust. 

"If they want to hit us on this side of 
the head," McWilliams said, "we're going 
to turn and make them hit us on the other 
side." 

Brian Jones is expected to be more 
than an adequate replacement for depart- 
ed All-SWC pick and Most Valuable 
Player Britt Hager. Jones has trimmed 
about 15 pounds from his 250-pound 
playing weight of a year ago and will like- 
ly hold off the challenge of sophomore 
Micali Padgett, who's coming off a seri- 
ous knee injury. 

Fuller will keep UT's 4-3 alignment 
but plans to attack more than react. The 
Horns will be strongest up front at tackle, 
where seniors Hackemack (6-8, 290), 
who's returning from knee surgery, 
Fritcher (6-6, 280) and Allen return. 
Texas also experimented with end Oscar 
Giles at tackle to add quickness inside in 
hopes of collapsing the pocket quicker on 
passes and helping out the secondary. 

Mark Steed, who missed most of the 
spring with a severe ankle sprain, and 
sophomore Tommy Jeter will likely start 
at the ends. Clay Howell, James Patton 
and converted linebacker Guy Bobbora 
will provide depth. 

Jones will likely win the middle 
linebacker job, which could mean Padgett 
would move out to the strongside 
linebacking post. Senior Duane Duncum, 
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a 3-year starter who missed the 
spring while rehabilitating his sur- 
gically repaired shoulder, should 
feturn to his weakside linebacker 
spot 

Depth could be a problem as 
the Horns’ backups are very inex- 
perienced. Sopho-mores Boone 
Powell (6-4, 230) and Jeff Higgins 
and redshirt freshmen Jay Jones 
(6-6, 230) and Anthony Curl (6-3, 
215) are in backup roles at the 
outside positions. 

The faces will be familiar in the 
Texas secondary but their posi- 
tions won't be. McWilliams and 
Fuller have shuffled their lineup, 
moving safeties Stanley Richard 
and Paul Behrman to cornerback 
and cornerbacks Willie Mack 
Garza and Bubba Jacques to free 
safety and strong safety respec- 
tively, Mark Berry and Irish Lewis, 
who each saw considerable play- 
ing time as redshirt freshmen last 
year, and redshirt freshman Lance 
Gunn are still battling for starting 
jobs. 

The Horns also have some 
new faces, just so opposing re- 
ceivers don't feel too much at 
home running through the Horns’ 
secondary. Graylin Johnson, a 
blue chip recruit who transferred 
from Notre Dame and sat out last 
fall and spring because of 
Proposition 48, will be ready to 
go in the fall as will be blue-chip- 
per Grady Cavness and highly 
touted recruits Van Malone and 
Brian Gray. 

McWilliams and his staff 
spent much of the spring working 
on technique with his young de- 
fensive backs, but they also fit in 
some lessons in confidence. 

"That's something as coaches 
we try to give them,” McWilliams 
said. "They've got to realize how 
to get it. | think they have. You 
have to forget that bad stuff and 
move on." 

Take it from one former 
sophomore who should know.

To build a contender, you better have a quarterback. As 
Texas A&M coach R.C. Slocum says, “If you're not good there, 
you're not going to be very good as a team." 

When you look at the teams expected to contend in the 
Southwest Conference, quarterback is a strength. Among the 
top picks, only Slocum's Aggies don't have an established vet- 
eran at that crucial position. 

The SWC also looks stout at running back and linebacker. 
A&M may have the running backs to take up the slack, and 
Baylor could have the linebackers to make a run at the title. 
Several teams also boast big-time secondaries. 

Of course, returning players are the key. Coaches sleep 
belter knowing their guys have been to war on Saturday after- 
noon.

Arkansas might go a month without throwing for 500 
yards, but 5-10, 181-pound junior Quinn Grovey is a winner. 
Grovey is groovy on the option and he completed 63 percent of 
his passes as a sophomore. 

Baylor has Brad Goebel, who made some all-conference 
teams as a freshman. A better Bear running game might make 
Goebel more consistent, which is all he needs. 

Donald Hollas has been Rice's quarterback of the future for 
two years. This year he finally gets the job to himself after 
bouncing back and forth between quarterback and the defen- 
sive backfield. 

Texas’ Mark Murdock made a splash late last season. He 


should benefit from new offensive coordinator Lynn Amedee.

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Lewis & WALLACE LEAD AGGIES

wo deep, Texas A&M may be 
as talented as any team in the 
country. But Darren Lewis and 
Aaron Wallace can't do it by 
themselves. 

Because the Aggies are two deep in 
superstars, but not position for position, 
even the leading candidates for offen- 
sive and defensive players of the year 
may have a tough time leading A&M 
back to the top of the Southwest 
Conference. 

The Aggies know what they have in 
Lewis, a first-team All-America running 
back who was second only to Heisman 
Trophy winner Barry Sanders in rushing 
last year. Equally impressive is outside 
linebacker Wallace, a defensive domina- 
tor closing in on the school record for 
sacks 

Beyond that, there are plenty of 
questions. They start at the top, where 
longtime assistant R.C. Slocum has re- 
placed Jackie Sherrill as head coach, 
and continue to quarterback, linebacker 
and defensive line. 

"| really expect us to have a good 
team," Slocum said. "We've got enough 
talent that if we play together we should 
be one of those teams that has a chance 
to win the championship.” 

Sherrill, who resigned in December 
amid allegations that he violated NCAA 
tules after the Aggies were placed on 
probation, had the locals thinking na- 
tional title before the 1988 season. But 
A&M's run of three straight Cotton 
Bowls ended as a brutal non-conference 
schedule paved the way for a disap- 
pointing 7-5 finish. 


we didn't have last year coming off three 
straight Cotton Bow! trips," Slocum 
said 

Under terms of their probation, the 
Aggies were not eligible for post-season 
play last year. Unless the Sherrill fallout 
changes things, that portion of the pro- 
bation will be lifted this season, and, 


yes, A&M is itching to go bowling 
again 

“Everybody wants to go back to 
Dallas,” quarterback Bucky Richardson 
said. “It wasn't much fun sitting home 
last January. | think our players are hun- 
ary. 
But will that hunger be satisfied? 
Did the Aggies bury their championship 
chances at Bucky's wounded knee? 

Richardson, the spunky team leader 
who took the team to the Cotton Bowl as 
a freshman, tore up his left knee on 
Thanksgiving night against Texas. It re- 
quired major surgery, and will probably 
force Richardson to miss the 1989 sea- 
son. He sat out spring drills and will 
likely be redshirted this season. A deci- 
sion on his status will be made before 


That leaves Lance Pavlas and Chris 
Osgood, a pair of high school All- 
Americans to fight for the quarterback 
spot. Both have had the starting position 
before but lost it. Osgood was the 
team's top passer last season, but he 
also was prone to throw interceptions. 

In limited action last year, Pavlas threw 
only 40 passes, completing 17. 

“We've got to get good quarterback 
play,” Slocum said. "The whole team 
tides on it. If you're not good at that po- 
sition, it's hard to be very good as a 
team. 

“You need somebody there who can 
make some plays. | think we can be 
pretty good there. I'm going to think 
Positive until I'm proven wrong." 

There were no guarantees that 
Richardson would have held the job had 
he not been injured. Slocum's revamped 
staff includes a new offensive coordina- 
tor, Bob Toledo, who brought an empha- 
sis on the passing game with him from 
Oregon. Bucky is an option specialist, 
and the Aggies don't plan on using the 
option as much as they did the last two 
years. 

“I'm not sure how different it will 
look to the average fan in the stands," 
Slocum said. "We'll be in the | formation 
and we'll be multiple. We'll go with four 
wide receivers some on passing downs. 

“We won't live and die with the op- 
tion. We'll run some option, but more to 
make teams prepare for it and keep them 
honest." 

Defenses will have plenty to prepare 
for in Lewis. He lived up to his nick-

name of Tank during a sensational 
sophomore season, rushing for 1,692 
yards and just missing Earl Campbell's 
SWC record of 1,744. That was the year 
the Tyler Rose won the Heisman at 
Texas, and Lewis is being mentioned as 
a candidate this year. 

"If he's hungry he can become one 
of those truly outstanding backs who 
has a shot at it," Slocum said. "I expect 
him to have a great year." 

Lewis, a 5-11, 205-pounder from 
Dallas Carter, set or tied seven school 
records and four conference records to 
make mince meat of the sophomore 
jinx. With Sanders, Steve Walsh, Tim 
Rosenbach and Bobby Humphrey opting 


for the NFL draft, Lewis could be in the 
hunt to join current Aggie Athletic 
Director John David Crow as A&M 
Heisman Trophy winners. 

"He's at that point in his career 
where if he is a Heisman type of player 
we'll start seeing the signs," Slocum 
said. "He was first-team All-American as 
a sophomore, so he's already had some 
high honors, To be considered the pre- 
mier back in the country he has to keep 
it all in perspective." 

Last year's SWC Offensive Player of 
the Year, Lewis is one of those rare run- 
ners who combines strength and speed. 
He'll get the tough yards up the middle, 
and his footwork is fantastic.

"A lot of times you play against a 
big, strong back who can run over you, 
but can't take it to the house with his 
speed," Slocum said. “Sometimes you 
play against a guy who is dangerous be- 
Cause of his speed without having the 
ability to run over you and break tackles. 
Darren has a little bit of both." 

He also has a fairly formidable 
blocker with him in the backfield. 
Fullback Robert Wilson, 6-1 and 235 
pounds, averaged 5.1 yards per carry 
and scored 10 touchdowns last year as 
a true freshman. He teams with Lewis to 
give A&M the league's best 1-2 run- 
ning punch. 

Wilson stepped right into the lineup 
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when senior Matt Gurley was injured in 
the 1988 opener. “As good as he has 
been, he'll get much, much better,” run- 
ning backs coach Jim Helms said. "He 
can be a great fullback." 

He's already good enough that the 
A&M coaches switched Randy 
Simmons to tailback from fullback. 
There was room there for Simmons be- 
cause backup tailback Larry Horton 
switched to free safety. Horton moved to 
allow another talented reserve, Keith 
McAfee, more playing time. 

“Running back might be our 
strongest position," Slocum said. 

With Slocum as defensive coordi- 
nator, linebacker has been A&M's 
strongest position in recent seasons. All 
four of 1987's starting linebackers made 
it to the NFL, and last year's group was 
rated the best in the nation. 

Three of the starters are gone, but 
SWC quarterbacks can only wish the se- 
niors had taken Wallace with them. A 6- 
4, 235-pounder with 4.5 speed in the 
40, Wallace could be the best outside 
pass rusher in the country. 

The Aggie coaching staff had to take 
Wallace out of the lineup in order to get 
in any work on the passing game during 
spring scrimmages. He simply refused 
to be blocked, and if the coaches had 
Not been quick with their whistles, 
Pavlas and Osgood would have been in 
big trouble. 

"If there's a better linebacker in col- 
lege football than Aaron Wallace, I'd be 
surprised," defensive coordinator Bob 
Davie said. "He is the leader. The key to 
our defense is getting people in passing 
situations, and to do that you've got to 
have big plays. Aaron makes big plays." 

Wallace won't have John Roper, the 
other half of the "Blitz Brothers," or the 
seniors inside to protect him this time 
around, Offenses will target Wallace as 
the key to moving the ball against A&M. 

“I'm not worried about it," Wallace 
said. "If they run away from me I'll chase 
them down, and if they put a lot of guys 
on me I'll get around them somehow." 

The Aggies may have more prob- 
lems with teams running right up the 
gut. Senior Terry Price is the only 
proven performer along a three-man de- 
fensive line that was decimated by in- 
juries in the off-season. Jeff Huff and 


Albert Jones, the top two prospects at 
the defensive end opposite Price, both 
blew out knees. Jones was hurt playing 
basketball, while Huff went down during 
the second week of spring drills. Both 
are expected to miss the season. 

Jayson Black and Kevin Tucker 
move up the depth chart, but both are 
woefully inexperienced, the type of play- 
ers coaches call suspects instead of 
prospects. 

It might not have hurt so much last 
year, when A&M had four solid, senior 
inside linebackers. Now the Aggies have 
arather glaring hole at linebacker, so 
much so that a free safety, William 
Thomas, and a nose guard, Jeff Shanks, 
were tried at linebacker during the 
spring. 

It didn't help that inside linebackers 
Otis Nealy (torn trapezoid) and Seth 
Dockery (strained knee ligaments) 
couldn't finish the spring. Finally, the 
Aggie coaches switched senior Jeroy 
Robinson to the middle from the out- 
side. Immediate help is expected from 
Quentin Coryatt, a Proposition 48 casu- 
alty who should be starting by mid-sea- 
son, if not sooner. 

“We've got to develop some 
linebackers, and they've got to come in 
a hurry," Slocum said. "We're not going 
to change our style. We're going to blitz 
them and get with it. The thing that 
helps is over the years we've recruited 
guys who fit our attacking style. | fully 
plan on us having another good group 
of linebackers." 

The nose guard position is also 
shaky. John Martin, 6-4 and 245 
pounds, and Kevin Love, 6-1 and 310, 
are expected to share the duties. 

If the run defense is decent, A&M 
should be tough to move against. The 
secondary is experienced and deep, and 
could be great if Horton blossoms into a 
star the way his coaches hope 

Mickey Washington al cornerback 
and Gary Jones at strong safely are both 
all-conference candidates. Kevin Smith, 
the other corner, played last season as a 
true freshman 

The Aggies may have an easier time 
Preventing the pass than they do com- 
pleting it, but Toledo hopes a deep 
group of receivers will take to the new 
offense. Returning starter Gary Oliver 
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burner. That role will be filled by junior 
Cornelius Patterson, a 5-8, 150-pound

Tight end Mike Jones could emerge 
as a key to the passing game. He'll 
share time with Wally Hartley and Brian 
Ross, both good blockers. 

The offensive line is anchored by 
junior right tackle Matt McCall, a 6-7, 
295-pound man mountain who started 
in the Cotton Bowl as a freshman. 
Center Mike Arthur and left guard 
Richmond Webb also return to pave the 
way for Lewis and Co. 

Slocum will keep the 12th Man 
kickoff coverage team started by 
Sherrill, but other than that a couple of 
veterans must come on if A&M's special 
teams are to be truly special. Punter 
Sean Wilson, son of former NFL great 
Jerrel Wilson, has a big leg but needs to 
be more consistent. Junior Layne Talbot 
will have to hold off highly touted recruit 
Terry Venetoulias to keep the kicking 
chores. 

Slocum says he won't try to be an- 
other Jackie Sherrill, but he does expect 
his first team to build steam as the sea- 
son progresses the way Sherrill's teams 
did. 


“These kids have shown a remark- 
able ability to hang in there and get the 
job done," Slocum said. “There's no 
question that a quick start would be 
helpful. We'll point toward our first 
game, but you won't see me jump off the 
building if we're not a polished, well- 
oiled machine." 

Slocum, rated one of the nation's 
best candidates for a head-coaching job 
before he made the move up, has 
jumped right into the fray. He believes 
he has paid his dues, and he learned 
some valuable lessons along the way. 
Such was the case during a year he 
spent as defensive coordinator at USC 
under current Los Angeles Rams coach 
John Robinson. 

"still remember John Robinson 
telling me about his first game at 
Southern Cal," Slocum said. "They went 
to Missouri and got beat something like 
50-6. The next day, the Los Angeles pa- 
pers said ‘John Who?" But | think they 
won the rest of their games."Q)

Hoes SHoot For REPEAT

t was the Greek philosopher 
Heraclitus who first said, "Nothing is 
permanent but change,” and son 
2,500 years later that seems to be as 
good an explanation as any for what 
is happening to the Arkansas football team 

Even though the Razorbacks are com- 
ing off one of their best seasons ever, head 
coach Ken Hatfield has found plenty of rea- 
sons not to stand pat in his quest for a sec- 
ond straight Southwest Conference title. 

In fact, it was that success - a 10-2 
record and a trip to the Cotton Bow! for the 
first time in 13 years - that brought on 
much of the change. Hatfield had to re- 
place three assistant coaches, including 
both his offensive and defensive coordina- 
tors. In addition, 21 seniors left the pro- 
gram - eight of them starters on defense. 
But the most visible changes are on of- 
fense, where the Hogs have switched to the 
| formation in hopes of taking some of the 
pressure off their fullback and quarterback. 

Hatfield, who for most of his head 
coaching career has based his offense on 
some form of the Wishbone, pr to call 
ita "multiple" attack that will feature many 
formations, including the Wishbone 

‘It's a tailback attack, whether it's from 
the | or the T or whatever,” Hatfield said. 
“It's just trying to get more productivity out 
of the tailback. I'm committed to people. 
The | is just a name. The tailback 
carry more of the load than he has before 
(but) the Wishbone and the Flexbone still 
have a place.” 

In nearly every formation, Hatfield says 
the triple option will remain a possibility. 

“The triple option is reading two people 
and either giving to the fullback, the tail- 
back or the quarterback," Hatfield said.

He rushed for more than 
1,000 yards in 1987, but was slow to re- 
cover from injuries in 1988 and in 1986, He 
was granted a medical hardship from the 
86 injury. 

Without Rouse, the Hogs didn't have 
much of a tailback attack last season and 
Hatfield seems determined to see that there 
are plenty of durable backs available for his 
revamped attack. Foster, the Hogs’ leading 
tusher in 1988, is the toughest runner 
Arkansas has. 

Junior JuJu Harshaw, who rushed for 
306 yards last year, will take over at full- 
back unless the versatile Foster moves 
back.

But just 
as economic changes made Birmingham no 
longer a steel town, economics also 
changed the Iron Bowl. Money, egos and 
the state's stadium situation have altered the 
game, probably forever. 

Ironically, many of the contests in this 
53 game series haven't been all that spec- 
tacular. The average margin of victory has 
been only slightly less than three touch- 
downs, Throwing the record book out the 
window is usually just a waste of good 
paper, as the pre-game favorite usually wins. 

But Alabama-Auburn is special, just be- 
cause it means so much to almost everyone 
inthe state. Alabamians are absolutely 
passionate about it 

And some of the to-do doesn't even 
have that much to do with football 
Much of it is cultural, based on old 
stereotypes. Alabama, as the state uni- 
versity with the graduate schools in 
medicine and law, traditionally sees itself 
as the producer of the doctors, attorneys 
and professional types. Auburn (former- 
ly Alabama Polytechnic Institute) still 
revels in its old agricultural-engineering 
school image and carries something of a 
Packa-Luckies-in-my-sleeve-and-chip- 
on-my-shoulder attitude toward the folks 
in Tuscaloosa 

Of course, modern times have 
changed this, too. Alabama now has a 
fine engineering school; while many 
Auburn students have never seen a slide 
tule, but the images remain 

Former Crimson Tide coach Ray 
Perkins, who played in three Iron Bowls and 
coached in four others, described the situa- 
tion perfectly, 

“It isn’t just teams vs. teams, players vs. 
players, and coaches vs. coaches. It's peo- 
ple vs. people, Alabama people vs. Auburn 
people. 

"| don't know of any other game in foot- 
ball - pro or college - that affects the lives 
of more people than this game, I've tried to 
think of something bigger in this state. | re- 
ally have, The governor's race? | don't 
think so. Doing your taxes? Maybe. But 
then | think about all the people who don't 
do their taxes, yet are affected by the game 
and | don't think so. 

I'd say that 98 percent of the people in 
this state are indirectly or directly affected by 
the game. Think about it 

What other states have two universities 
that consistently field outstanding teams 
such as Auburn and Alabama? As Perkins 


said, think about it. 

But that's almost irrelevant. The game - 
regardless of the records of the two schools 
~ Means so much to Alabamians that they 
treat it with a near religious reverence. Itis 
nearly always a showcase of how college 
football fans should behave. While plenty of 
Noise is commonplace, rowdiness in the 
stands at an Alabama-Auburn game is rare. 
Oh, there was the time in 1966 when an 
Alabama fan, flushed by the thrill of victory 
(and almost certainly a good bit of liquor as 
well) climbed a Legion Field goal post in the 
middle of the third quarter, but happily, 
events like that have proved to be the excep- 


tion 

Most years, the main excitement has 
come on the field, particularly during the 
1980s. The close of Bear Bryant's ultra- 
successful era at Bama and the coming of 
the Pat Dye era at Auburn has brought a sea 
of change in the series’ direction. In fact, 
the Tigers’ 15-10 win over the Tide last 
November marked their third straight win 
over Bama - the first such Auburn streak 
since the 1950s. But even that hard-fought 
battle was emblematic of the decades strug- 
gles. 

Alabama, still in its glory days, opened 
the decade with a routine 34-18 victory in 
1980. The next year, however, was anything 
but routine. Auburn was rebuilding under a 
tough new coach, Dye. and ran into Alabama 
just e Tide needed one more win to give 
Bryant his 315th career triumph - a victory 
that would make him the winningest coach 
in collegiate football history. 
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Auburn battled hard, and led the heavily 
favored Bama team 17-14 two minutes into 
the fourth quarter. But Walter Lewis's 38 
yard touchdown pass to Jesse Bendross and 
Linnie Patrick's 15 yard scoring jaunt was 
enough to give Bryant an historic 28-17 vic- 
tory. 

The 68-year old coach received congrat- 
ulatory phone calls from President Ronald 
Reagan and former President Jimmy Carter 
immediately after the game, but the post- 
game dialogue between Bryant and Dye on 
the subject of the presidential calls was 
probably more memorable than the calls 
themselves 

Bryant: 
called me." 

Dye: "The President?” 

Bryant: "Carter. Well, Reagan, too, 
but Governor Carter. | thought you'd ap- 
preciate that , being from Georgia." 

Dye: (by now, somewhat confused): 
"Did the President call you?"

But as great as the glory was, it was 
about to fade. Auburn whipped Alabama 
badly in recruiting early the next year, 
and one of the Tiger signees - a run- 
ning back named Bo Jackson - played 
a key role in the Tiger's first win over 
Alabama since 1972. 

Alabama dominated the game for 
three quarters but led by just 22-14 
when the fourth quarter began.

Campbell said. "We had to ask our- 
selves how much it meant to us.” 

It meant plenty. A 53 yard run by 
Jackson set up a field goal with nine min- 
utes left, cutting the Tide lead to 22-17. 
Auburn then forced Bama to punt, and the 
Tigers put together a 67 yard drive that 
ended with a one yard touchdown leap by 
Jackson with 2:26 left, and Auburn had a 
23-22 win 

A long drought had ended for Auburn, 
but Dye reacted to the win with mixed emo- 
tions. “This is the truth, so help me God," 
said the man who had coached Bryant's 
linebackers at Alabama from 1965-1973. 
“I'd rather beat anybody in the world but 
Coach Bryant. He's done so much for me, 
there's no way | could repay him.” 

The words of tribute were of small con- 
solation to the heart-broken Bryant. He re- 
tired as Alabama coach three weeks after the 
game, and died of a heart attack in January 
1983.

He 
was supposed to be the lead 
blocker for Fullwood on the play, 
but misunderstood his assign- 
ment and ran the opposite way. 
Auburn fans argued that his mis- 
take cost their team the game; 
Alabama fans said Turner would 
have stopped Fullwood anyway.

began to swing back the other way in 1986. 


The opening salvo was fired in the newspa- 
pers before the game when Perkins was 
quoted as saying that rival coach Dye, who 
an All-American guard at Georgia, 
couldn't truly appreciate the meaning of the 
Alabama-Aubumn rivalry because he'd never 
played in it. The remark infuriated Dye, who 
got his revenge on game day. 

A seven yard touchdown on a reverse by 
split end Lawyer Tillman with 32 seconds to 
play gave Auburn a 21-17 victory. It was the 
first rushing play of Tillman's career and it 
will be remembered as one the most impor- 
tant snaps in Tiger football history. 

After the season, Alabama made some 
football history. Perkins stunned the state 
by resigning as Alabama coach to take the 
reins of the NFL's most consistent loser, the 
Tampa Bay Bucs 

Bobby Bowden, Howard 
Schnellenberger, and Danny Ford were 
among the popular fan choices to succeed 
Perkins, but University President Joab 
Thomas pulled another sh F by hiring 
Georgia Tech coach Bill Curry as the new 
Alabama skipper. Curry came to Tuscaloosa 
with only a 31-43-4 record, but whal really 
disturbed some of the faithful was his 0-6 
mark against Auburn and Dye 

Curry's Alabama debut against Auburn 
in 1987 was little different from his experi- 
ences at Tech. The Tide lost 10-0 as the 
Tigers roared on to the Sugar Bowl. Then 
last season Bama did better, bul still went 
home a 15-10 loser. 

While the action on the field was hot 
enough, Alabama-Auburn was heating up off 
the field as well. For years Auburn officials 
and partisans had considered Birmingham's 
Legion Field as anything but a neutral site, 
despite the fact that tickets for the annual 
clash were evenly divided between the two 
schools. They argued that while Alabama 
played at Legion Field several times a sea- 
son, Auburn, with few exceptions since the 
late 1960s, only visited the stadium once 
annually - to play the Crimson Tide 
Besides, Auburn people continued, their 
own Jordan Hare Stadium was the state's 
largest, seating 85,000, So why shouldn't 
the state's biggest ball park host the state's 
biggest game? 

None of these arguments sat well with 
Alabama boosters, who saw nothing wrong 
with the status quo. Ray Perkins was so 
adamantly opposed to moving the game, 
that he once threatened to withdraw Alabama 
from the SEC and form a new conference 
rather than bring a Tide team to Auburn.

To emphasize the Raiders’ frequent hap- 
lessness, winless Rice - owner of the na- 
tion's longest Division | losing streak - 
racked up 642 yards of offense during a 38- 
36 Tech victory. 

Conversely, the Raiders had little diffi- 
culty moving the ball last fall. Senior quar- 
terback Billy Joe Tolliver passed for close to 
2,900 yards and 20 touchdowns while di- 
fecting an attack that averaged a school- 
record 405 yards per outing. 

Tolliver's aerial exploits, however, are 
nothing more than sweet memories as are 
the awe-inspiring performances of fullback 
extraordinare Ervin Farris and the explosive 
receiving trio of Tyrone Thurman, Eddy 
Anderson and Wayne Walker. 

Thus, the second half of Dykes’ problem

The cast is topped by 6-4, 
280-pound senior tackle Charles 
Odiorne, an all-conference se- 
lection as a junior, and 6-2, 
270-pound senior center Len 
Wright, the Raiders’ sergeant-at- 
arms. 

The other three starters are 
senior tackle Tommy Webb (6-3.

aylor coach Grant Teaff has a 
hard time hiding that big grin on 
his f he talks about the

Somehow, you get the idea that 
he's trying not to let the cat out of the bag. 
Tealf knows all too well the tremendous 
athletic talent this team po The 
problem has been keeping the players out of 
the operating and training rooms and on the 
field.

44 player half of them are sitting up 
in the stands watching," said Teaff, who en- 
ters his 18th season in quest of a third con- 
ference championship.

Some of the biggest question marks on 
the team could turn into strengths by the fall 
if key players ble to overcome injuries 
and find t back into the lineup. 

The sideline all-stars include sopho- 
more tailback Anthony Ray (who has already 
had three knee operations), junior free safety 
Mike Welch, junior defensive tackle Greg 
Oefinger and senior flanker Bobby Jack 
Goforth, whose career could be over after 
blowing out a knee midway through th 
spring. At times, Baylor's defense was

Returning from that group 
is senior strong safety Robert Blackmon, a 
two-time all-SWC pick, and junior corner- 
back Malcolm Frank. 


Add junior Charles 
corner and Welch at free safety, and this sec- 
ondary could match up with Baylor's best. 

"Mike Welch is very important to that 
group,” Teaff said. "If we get him in there 
and keep him healthy, this secondary will be 
the best in the country." 

Other names to mention are sopho- 
mores Trooper Taylor, Clifford Ellison and 
Keith Caldwell at the safeties and Frank 
Smith, Farias Walker and Fred Roberson at 
the corners. 

The linebacking corps, with much fewer 
question marks, has that kind of potential for 
greatness. Senior middle linebacker Gary 
Joe Kinne is a returning All-Conference 
payer who had 111 tackles, but big James

"If he stays healthy, | don't t 
will be a better one in the country," Teatf 
added. "I'm talking about a guy who can take 
on 290-pound tackles and cover just about 
anybody, He can just line up and play foot- 
ball.” 

Francis, who played two years for the 
basketball team before concentrating on 
football and building up his body, is the 
younger brother of former Baylor All- 
American Ron Francis, now a cornerback 
with the Dallas Cowboys. 

“One thing we got going for us is that 
we get to the ball,” said Francis, who played 
the weakside spot before switching for the 
final two games of the 1988 season. "And 
when you do that, you have a chance to win 
ballgames. This team has a chance to be in 
the Cotton Bowl." 

Nine games in the ‘88 season, with the 
Bears at 4-5 and out of bow! contention, 

Teaff experimented with a smaller, quicker 

defense and liked what he saw. Baylor beat 
Rice and Texas to climb out of the confer- 

ence cellar and finish on a strong note, 

Another change was moving junior 
safely Daniel Morgan to weakside lineback- 
er. At 5-10, 200, Morgan is hardly an im- 
posing physical specimen, but Teaff likes his 
speed 

Morgan is very similar to Lester 
Ward,” Teaff said, comparing Morgan to the 
Bears’ starter at weakside on the 1980 SWC 
championship team. "I think he's got a 
chance to be a very good one.

We played absolute musical chairs 
with our front seven,” Teaff said. "The only 
one we didn’t move was Kinne in the mid- 
dle. But | think we've improved ourselves in 
speed and athletic ability at every position. 

Dotson and Howard are the projected 
starters at tackles, but Oefinger is coming off 
a knee injury that cut short a promising 
sophomore season. 

Another intriguing possibility is sopho- 
more transfer Marcus Lowe, the state's top- 
rated down lineman two years ago. He start- 


ed the first game of his freshman season at 
Oklahoma in 1987 before a knee injury side- 
lined him and then sat out last year at 
Navarro College. 

Jones, a 6-3, 240-pounder with good 
speed, is a strong bet for the starting job at 
left end. But the other side is less clear since 
Godfrey is another player recovering from a 
knee injury. Yerritt Long, a junior college 
Safety two years ago, has moved up to 
linebacker and now end and could be a 
Starter when the season opens. 

When Baylor pulled off a recruiting 
coup by signing Cuero's Robert Strait (6-1, 
225), a record-setting tailback with creden- 
tials a mile long, many people were ready 'c 
pencil him into the starting lineup for the 
Bears' season opener Sept. 10 against the 
OU Sooners. 


Not so, Teaff says 
“Eldwin Raphel is No. 1,” he said 
But Raphel, who had 583 yards on 118 


carries in an injury-plagued sophomore sea- 


son, is only the tip of the iceberg al the tal- 
ent-laden tailback slot, Pushing him for 
starting duties in the spring was Lincoln 
Coleman (6-3, 210), a transfer from Notre 
Dame with power and speed. 

"He is one of those backs that will out- 
fun you on the perimeter or run over you on 
the inside," Teaff said of Coleman. "He and 
Strait will be two peas in a pod." 

Ray (6-1, 210) had 311 yards and five 
touchdowns on just 67 carries last year, but 
he has had work done on both knees. 

“When he's healthy, he's the best back out 
there,” Teaff said. "He's just a total running 
back, He's a grown man." Ray was a high 
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school All-American three years ago com- 
ing out of Wharton. 

Another in the wait-and-see category is 
senior Carmichael Moore, a starter before a 
knee injury ended his season. Depth could 
come from redshirt freshman David Mims, 
who is in with some heady competition, but 
“he has got that ability to make people miss 
him," Teaff said. "The first tackler to him 
has a hard time getting him." 

Although the fullback position does 
Not have that kind of depth, Teaff likes his 
senior tandem of Jeffrey Murray and Eric 
Gilstrap. Both have started, and Murray was 
the team’s leading rusher three years ago 
as a redshirt freshman tailback. 

“We've got the best talent in the nation 
at running back," said junior quarterback 
Brad Goebel, who tends to benefit most 
from a productive running attack. "People 
have got to honor that." 

Last year, Goebel was unable to match 
his rookie numbers when he was All-SWC 
and a runaway pick for Newcomer of the 
Year honors. He completed 117 of 237 
passes for 1,524 yards with nine touch- 
downs and 16 interceptions. 

“We had more interceptions than you 
can shake a stick at,” Teaff said. "But a lot 
of Brad's interceptions came about because 
we were not able to run the ball. Everybody 
knows you've got to throw the football, so 
they can adjust in the secondary and then 
come at the passer with everything they've 
got. He was a sitting duck back there." 

Goebel said he has put last year's 
shortcomings behind him 

“There were times when | put a lot of 
undue pressure on myself t6 move the 
ball,” he said. "I've just got to play my 
game. I'm to the point where | have the ex- 
perience, now I've got to gain some consis- 
tency. | can't have bad games like | did last 
year.” 

The improved situation at running 
back also should help a line that is big on 
size but short on experience. Featuring 6-2 
325-pound sophomore John Turnpaugh at 
guard and 6-4, 274-pound junior Mark 
Bass at center, the line averages 285 
pounds per man. 

| think you're always going to be con- 
cerned with your offensive line,” Teaff said 
“But I'm a little bit less concerned than 
maybe | should be based on the age and 
experience of the guys playing. It goes back 


to our depth at running back. You can al- 
ways have a better line when you have bet- 
ter backs.” 

Teaff said the 1980 team's offensive 
line was nothing to shout about, but run- 
ning backs Walter Abercrombie and Dennis 
Gentry made it "the best in the conference.” 

“When you have talented and aggres- 
sive backs with a little speed,” Teaff said, 
“the line has to perform less intricate block- 
ing techniques.” 

Sophomore Monte Jones (6-2, 297) or 
senior Terry Gray will start at the other 
guard, while senior Larry Vasbinder and 
sophomore Gary Camp are the tackles. 
Bass, moving back to center after a season 
at tackle, is in his third year as a starter. 

Goforth's loss was a severe blow to the 

team’s leadership and quality at receiver. 
He was the holder on field goals and extra 
points, returned punts and led the team in 
receiving last year with 23 catches for 380 
yards and four touchdowns. 

“He's such a versatile player that it 
takes three guys to replace him,” Teaff said 

That leaves juniors Greg Anderson and 
David Frost as the starters. Anderson had a 
promising freshman campaign with 21 
Catches for 294 yards, but he missed half of 
last season with nagging injuries and had 
just nine receptions for 94 yards. 

Behind that duo are redshirt freshman 
Melvin Bonner and Reggie Miller, a con- 
verted defensive back. 

“It went from a very viable position 
with Bobby Jack in there,” Teaff said, "to the 
weakest position experience-wise on the 
field.” 

Sophomore tight ends Steve Stutsman 
and Alonzo Pierce lack the blocking ability 
of David Bell, last year's starter, but “they 
are the best two receivers we have ever had 
at tight end at the same time,” Teaff said. 

The kicking game is far from suspect 
with steady senior Pete Rutter at punter and 
strong-legged sophomore Jeff Ireland on 
extra points, field goals and kickoffs. 
Ireland, who will have to kicy without a tee 
this year, hit his first four field goals last 
year before missing 10 of his last 12 at- 
tempts. 

If Baylor does overcome the rash of in- 
juries, the Bears’ next stumbling block will 
be a road schedule that includes Oklahoma, 
Georgia, Houston, Arkansas and Texas.

‘Smoke from Cabelas or the Smoke-N-Grill 
from Brinkman, You stoke the thing up with 
charcoal and dampened hickory or mesquite 
Chips, fill the water pan, and lay the meat on 
top before sealing it up. You don't have to pay 
any attention to this cooker, which is just the 
sort of thing you want at a tailgating event. The 
Meat just keeps on getting better as it cooks. 
Start early - most meals don't get right for at 
least three hours. 

The problem with a charcoal cooker, 
though, is that when you're done cooking, you 
still have a bunch of hot coals to deal with - 
they won't go until long after you do. So 
you've got to bring along water to quench 
them, and a couple of big garbage bags to hold 
the wet, smelly mess until you can get it to the 
garbage barrel. 

A gas grille avoids the problem, though 
some afianados say it doesn't give quite the 
same taste. You be the judge. (Use your 
Tailette judging cards.) You can get a gas-fired 
grille, which takes the little disposable propane 
tanks, for about 90 bucks from Bass Pro Shops 
in Springfield, Mo, where they don't have a 
football team to speak of (but then, neither 
does Tampa) but do have a killer outdoors 


shop for tailgating gear. The mail-order phone 
is (800) 227-7776. 

Or for the ultimate Yuppie style, bring 
along one of those quite little electrical genera- 
tors from Yamaha or Honda, crank’er up, and 
plug in the cord to your electric smoker grill. 
All the comforts of home, now Bro, and none of 
the mess! (You can plug in fans and televi- 
sions and VCRs and other stuff, too.) 

If you preter to do it the easy way and pre- 
cook at home (go ahead, wimp out) you can 
bring your chicken and ribs and all the other 
hot stuff to the party in one of the miniature di- 
fect-current refrigerator/heaters like the 
Koolatron, available at camping supply stores 
for about $125. The interior is big enough to 
hold about six six-packs, to give you an idea, 
and it runs off the car battery at a rate of just 
2.5 amps, which means there's little danger of 
drawing down the old Delco too far to start your 
car if you remember to shut it off after you eat 
and before you go into the stadium. (OK, 
maybe you need a Designated Shutter-Offer, 
too.) 

Other stuff you'll want includes some sort 
of a folding table - trust me, this makes life 
much, much easier than trying to actually have 
a tailgate party on a tailgate. Add the above- 
mentioned folding chairs or chaise lounges, 
each with one of the little drink holders boaters

use to keep their beverages handy and upright. 
(Never know when you'll hit rough seas in the 
parking lot.) You also need a battery-powered 
television so you can watch the pre-game show 
and keep up with other action around the 
league, and maybe your cellular phone, in case 
the urge to participate in some sort of game of 
chance strikes as kickoff time nears. (OK, only 
if you live in Nevada.) 

When all is said and done, don't forget 
that you have to allow about 30 extra minutes 
for clean-up. All the junk goes in the trash bar- 
fel, not on the pavement, and all your tailgate 
stuff had best be stowed in a locked trunk or at 
least under a tarp or blanket. The stadium 
scavengers come on duty exactly at kickoff 
time, and will be glad to relieve you of anything 
that's not secured. 

Finally, don't forget, all joking aside, that 
your body assimilates alcohol at about an 
‘ounce an hour. That's not fast enough to make 
you either safe or legal as a driver during the 
course of a three-hours-and-change-football 
game, even if you don't have anything to drink 
after the kickoff. The Designated Teetotaler is 
an essential part of every tailgate party these 
days. Think of yourself as John Madden, sitting 
back there, enjoying the scenery from your Vista 
Cruiser while you leave the driving up to Gus - 
or the Italian Stallion, as the case may be.

"I just had the experience of coaching 
young people who really wanted to play,’ Gregg 
said during the strike, 

The feeling didn't go away. SMU alumni 
sought him out. He liked the idea more every 
day. He thought of Pardee at Houston. *. . . be- 
fore it's too late." 

Said Dr. Eugene Brusky, the Packer's team 
physician: "So many of the work habits of some 
of the college athletes who came out were poor. 
They wouldn't want to practice. Or they wouldn't 
want to play with minor hurts. | think that was 
his biggest disappointment as a pro coach." 

But, as a college coach, he figured he could 
teach. Perhaps he could instill some of that loy- 
alty that made him come back for Lombardi 
And he had a chance to heal SMU's open 
wound. His alma mater had become a national 
embarrassment; Gregg was instant credibility. 

Doug Single, SMU's athletic director, said 
he has never been around a coach who was af- 
forded more respect in recruiting. The 
Mustangs had, by most accounts, a remarkable 
recruiting season considering their limitations. 
They had only five full-time assistants because 
of NCAA penalties and must now recruit under 
SMU's severe academic requirements which 
permit no special admissions. 

The few SMU players who were left from 
Bobby Collins’ team weren't sure what to expect 
when the 6-4 Gregg showed up. Mitch Glieber, 
awide receiver and son of a sportscaster, knew 
the reputation. The man behind it was a sur- 
prise. 

“His patience has been great, all things 
considered," Glieber said. “He comes from a 
league with a top line of athletes. Now he's ata 
college where the athletes are, for the most part, 
a bunch of overachievers. 

“Some people said he would be real tough. 
He's no powder puff. But he's no drill sergeant, 
either." 

Gregg chuckled when he heard of Glieber's 
comment. 

Just wait, he seemed to say. 

“| think | have exercised a great deal of pa- 
tience and that's not like | am," he said. “But, 
last fall, when we brought the players in and 
timed them in the 40, checked their condition- 
ing, their vertical jump and bench press and 
then | read the results . . . | called my coaches in 
and said, ‘Gentlemen, the main thing we must 
exercise is patience." 

“Now we've been through that time. We've 
been very patient with them. Now we can push a 
little harder. And we'll push a lot harder when 


the fall comes." QO

Is Howtz Resuitoing A Dynasty?

t was bound to happen. Everyone 

knew the marriage of Lou Holtz and 

Notre Dame would be tremendously 

successful. 

Now, after Holtz turned the tum- 

bling Notre Dame football program into a 
national champion in just three seasons, 
there is talk of a dynasty in the making. 

Naturally, Holtz, who is big on short- 
selling his football teams, chuckled at such 
anotion. 

“A dynasty? No, | don't think so," said 
Holtz. "A dynasty is something you look 
back on and say, ‘That was a dynasty." Like 
what John Wooden did at UCLA in baskel- 
ball. 

“There can be no dynasties with the lim- 
ited number of scholarships and the difficul- 
ty of our schedule. We aren't going to try to 
build a dynasty. All we want to do is build as 
good of a football team as we can." 

With 16 starters back from last year's 
12-0 national champions, that football team 
should be a great one. Offensively, the trish 
felurn five players who rushed for 100 yards 
‘or more and three of their top four receivers. 
And few defenses will be any better, with the 
Irish returning their front three, a pair of All- 
American linebackers and a crack sec- 
ondary. 

Still, the Irish could conceivably be bel- 
ter than last year and finish with an inferior 
tecord. All it takes is a one or two-point slip 
toa team like Miami or Michigan. Just ask 
Miami, a one-point loser to the Irish last 
year, and Michigan, a two-point loser. 

“People ask me about defending the 
championship and | don’t know what to 
say,” said Holtz, voted coach of the year by 
United Press International and the Football 
Writers Association of America. "How do | 
know? I've never been in this position. 
People a lot smarter than me haven't been 
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able to do it.” 

In his first meeting with the team last 
January following its Fiesta Bowl victory, he 
told the players the obvious. 

“Hold them last year's team won the na- 
tional championship. This year's team has 
done nothing.

fe want to be better than last year, but 
{can’t say we'll accomplish what we did last 
year. Let's face it. We were lucky ina lot of 
fespecis last year and we can't count on that 
again." 

Especially when they'll play seven 
games on the road, including the Kickoff 
Classic game Aug. 31 against Virginia in 
Giants Stadium, at Michigan on Sept. 16 
and at Miami on Nov. 25. Then there are the 
usual heated rivalries with Southern Cal, 
Pittsburgh and Penn State. 

And what about the intangibles such as 
team chemistry, leadership and commit- 
Ment, asks Holtz? He isn’t certain this team 
has all the right ingredients for success. 

“Now, | know you're thinking, ‘Here he 
goes again, downgrading his team,’ " said 
Holtz. “But doggone it, | feel that way. I'm 
scared to death. 


“We're like in a horse race. We just 
broke the gate. Yes, we have a good jockey, 
the same jockey, in quarterback Tony Rice. 
We have a good track record. We know 
we've got a pretty good horse. 

“Bul there are so many pitfalls. So much 
can happen." 

Holtz’ primary concern is depth, particu- 
larly al wide receiver, linebacker and quarter- 
back. But the starters at those positions are 
among the best in the nation. 

First, there's quarterback Tony Rice. The 
senior from Woodruff, S.C.. didn't receive 
tmuch notice this time last year as observers 
questioned his ability to be successful be- 
cause of his mediocre passing. But after far- 
ing well in head-to-head meetings with 
Miami's Steve Walsh, Southern Cal's 
Rodney Peete and West Virginia's Major 
Harris, who all were Heisman Trophy final- 
ists, Rice silenced his critics. 

“Lwasn't trying to prove anything in 
those games,” said Rice of his prime-time 
performances. “I don't need to. | just play 

game. 

Rice ended the season in spectacular 
fashion with a career-high 213 yards pass- 
ing and a game-high 75 yards rushing 
against West Virginia in the Fiesta Bowl. For 
the season, he completed 70 of 138 passes 
for 1,176 yards and eight touchdowns, and 
rushed 121 times for 700 yards and nine 
TDs. 

He'll have to do even better than that 
this time, according to his coach. 

“This year he must be a leader,” said 
Holtz. 

Holtz may have to lap into his freshmen 
class for depth at quarterback, where senior 
Pete Graham and junior Kent Graham are 
listed behind Rice. 

Rice will be working behind a line that 
includes four returning starters - 279- 


pound senior Tim Grunhard and junior Tim 
Ryan at guard, junior Mike Heldt at center and 
283-pound senior Dean Brown at one tackle. 
Mike Brennan moved up last spring to take 
over the other tackle position left by consen- 
sus first-team All-American Andy Heck. 

Sophomore Raghib "Rocket" Ismail and 
senior Pat Eilers swapped positions last 
spring and the change worked well. Ismail 
will be able to use even more of his blazing 
speed (4.28 in the 40) at flanker, while Eilers 
moves to spilt end. 

“| think Rocke'll be fine there,” said Holtz. 
“And | think Eilers will be all right at split end, 
although we lack some speed there." 

Eilers caught a half-dozen passes for 70 
yards last year, while Ismail broke into the 
starting lineup to catch 12 passes for 331 
yards and two touchdowns. Ismail also led the 
nation in kickoff returns with his 36.1 average 

Ricky Watters, who ranked fourth in the 
nation in punt returns, has moved from 
flanker to tailback to replace veteran Mark 
Green, Holtz believes Watters had a great 
spring 

"That change has worked out very posi- 
tive," said Holtz. 'I think our running back sit- 
uation will be solid 

If Tony Brooks makes his grades and re- 
turns to camp this fall, he'll share the tailback 
slot with Watters. Brooks, who was suspend- 
ed from spring practice, rushed 117 times for 
667 yards and two touchdowns last season. 
Detroit sophomore Rodney Culver will proba- 
bly play at both tailback and fullback. 

Seniors Anthony Johnson of South Bend 
and Braxton Banks of Hayward, Ca, shared 
the fullbacking responsibilities last se 
with Culver. All three of them were slowed by 
injuries. Banks missed spring practice while 

recovering from knee surgery. 
| Last year, Johnson rushed 69 times for 
282 yards and seven TDs, Banks 31 times for 
Bf 129 yards and a touchdown and Culver 30 
times for 190 yards and three touchdowns. 

The tight end position will be shared by a 
pair of solid performers in sophomore Derek 
Brown, who caught 12 passes for 150 yards 
and three touchdowns last year, and Frank 
Jacobs, whose only catch came in last year's 
Fiesta Bow! for a touchdown. 

Defensively, the Irish are only question- 
able at the end spots, where they lost consen- 
sus All-American Frank Stams and Flash 
4 Gordon, But Holtz said junior Scott

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Kowalkowski has stepped up at the rushing 
end position. as has soph Arnold Ale on the 
other side. 

The defensive front returns intact with 
tackles George 
Williams, @ 282-pound 
junior, and Jeff Alm, a 
6-7 senior, and nose 
tackle Chris Zorich, a 
260-pound junior. 
Zorich, who had 70 
tackles, was selected for 
various All-American 
teams, and Williams 
was a Sporting News 
honorable mention All- 
American. 

"Chris will be better 
fundamentally but he's 
going to have to pick up 
a bigger role to com- 
pensate for the loss of a 
Frank Stams or some- 
one along that line, 
said Holtz, 

Holtz raves about 
his first-string sec- 
ondary, calling it “excel- 
lent,” although he is 
concerned about depth 
there. 

Three regulars re- 
turn - junior Todd 
Lyght, senior Stan

“In coaching it's easy to put the won-lost 
record at the top of your list of priorities be- 
cause it seems thats the only place where 
there's financial security. The way things are 
today there's no security in athletics besides 
winning, so your won-lost record becomes a 
bet to save your life. 

“Obviously | don't think any of these 
things are going to work. I've tried them still 
do at times but Jesus said none of them cut 
it. They're not bad in themselves but if 
they're what you're gambling your life on, 
they're not going to work. 

“The other half of the statement Jesus 
made was ‘If any man would lose his life for 
my sake he will find it.’ He's saying that if 
you're willing to put him first, to be his ser- 
vant, you'll find life. 

“So often people look at partly committed

Smith may not have the physical gifts of Troy Williams OT 6-5 265 Colorado Spgs, CO Air Academy

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it, Holtz managed to lure NY thorough- 
bred Dorsey Levens and Reggie Brooks 
(brother of Tony) into his stable of foot 
soldiers. 

In a Joe Paterno-like move, the Irish 
added six linebackers ... presumably for 
their new one, six, four defense. 
Although all these kids can play, look for 
Erik Simien, Nick Smith, and Shawn 
Smith to contribute as freshmen. The 
linemen are of the Paul Bunyan variety. 
On offense there is Chet Lacheta who al- 
feady bench presses 440 pounds, while 
Californian Todd Norman is quick 
enough to be one of that state's top bas- 
ketball prospects. On defense the Irish 
helped themselves to two of the nation's 
finest pit bosses, Stuart Tyner (6-4, 260) 
and all-world lineman Junior Bryant from 
Omaha Creighton Prep. But the most 
valuable addition may prove to be Alton, 
IL, kicker, Craig Hentrich, who averaged 


47 yards per punt as a senior. 
The Noles may have done even better 
on the skilled side. Kenny Felder led 


Niceville to a Florida state championship, 


completing 88 of 155 passes for 1,563 
yards and 19 TD's. Wide receivers Matt 
Frier and Eric Turral are game-breakers. 
Frier owns Florida state records for sea- 
son reception (99), career receptions 
(22), career yardage receiving (3,690) 
and career TD's (41). Now remember this 
is the state that gave us Anthony Carter! 
Eric Turral is another phenomenon; he's 
not only a great receiver but also re- 
turned eight punts/kickoffs for TD's. The 
running game will be improved with the 
addition of tailback Clyde Allen and full- 
back Dominique Ross. Allen rushed for 
3,659 career yards and 38 touchdowns 
while Ross averaged 8.3 yards-per-carry. 
Bowden also has to like cornerback 
Terrell Buckley and strong safety John 


Davis. Both could start as freshmen. 
While the Noles loaded up on linemen in 
1988, they also added at least two poten- 
tial A-A’s in linebacker Sterling Palmer 
(6-6, 250) and offensive tackle Steve 
Allen (6-6, 275). With this class the folks 
in Tallahassee are likely to cast a giant 
shadow over in-state rivals Miami and 
Florida. 

While you might not drool as much 
over the recruits at Clemson, Texas, and 
Ohio State, they definitely will draw rave 
reviews. Clemson will continue to terror- 
ize the rest of the ACC. Defensive backs 
Eric Jeter and Robert O'Neil were ranked 
as the 5th and 8th finest players, respec- 
tively, in Georgia. Oklahoman James 
Trapp is world-class in football (193 
tackles his senior year) and track (state 
champion in the 200 and 400 meters). 
Fullback Rudy Harris was the scourge of 
the East, rushing for 1,831 yards and 27 


TD's his senior year. Harris led nationally 
known Brockton High to three 
Massachusetts state titles. He finished 
his career with 4,194 yards and 67 
touchdowns. 

If there is a surprise about Danny 
Ford's newest recruits, it's that they come 
from everywhere. Defensive end Arthur 
Bussie hails from Camden, NJ, where he 
recorded 126 senior year tackles and 16 
quarterback sacks. Offensive tackle Pierre 
Wilson (6-5, 270) was the finest line 
Prospect in Mississippi, while tailback 
Rodney Blount, from Pensacola, FL, 
amassed 1,682 yards and 20 TD's for 
USA Today's No. 1 ranked high school 
team, Pine Forest. 

While the Longhorns 4-7 season 
played like a Stephen King novel, coach 
David McWilliams virtually insured that it 
won't happen again. The biggest catch is 
Arlington DE David Condon (6-4, 240), 


who has an affinity for making a bad 
thing worse for his opponents. Defensive 
tackle Todd Yeaman (6-4, 265) recorded 
95 tackles and thirteen QB sacks as a se- 
nior. He's so good that if the kid could 
cook, McWilliams would probably marry 
him. The Longhorns clearly placed an 
emphasis on the defense. Linebackers 
Chris Rapp and Bubba Smith recorded 
over 200 tackles last season, while cor- 
nerback Grady Cavness could start as a 
freshman after recording 103 tackles and 
intercepting four passes. 

Perhaps the biggest surprise this 
season was the return to prominence of 
Ohio State. Now that John Cooper is in 
total control in Columbus, schools like 
Michigan, Notre Dame, and Penn State 
will find recruiting Buckeyeland little 
more than a trivial pursuit. Michigan got 
a first hand look at Cooper's magic when 
they lost Cleveland St. Joseph star cen- 


ter, Rod Smith (6-4, 285),to the Bucks. 


Penn State was hurt badly when nose 
tackle Alonzo Spellman (6-6, 265) head- 
ed for Columbus rather than State 
College. The two youngsters most likely 
to start this fall are linebackers Don 
Davis and Tyrone Morrison. Davis, who 
is 6-4 and 230 pounds, set a single sea- 
son Ohio record with 185 tackles. 
Morrison, who hails from San Diego, 
netted 110 tackles and 24 sacks his se- 
nior year.Overall, there were few surpris- 
es in recruiting this year. On the plus 
side, teams like Virginia, California, 
Colorado, and North Carolina did better 
than their historic record. On the other 
hand, Penn State, Oklahoma State, and 
Florida fell short of expectations. If 
you're looking for the coach with the 
tightest noose around his neck, try Don 
Morton at Wisconsin. You'd better be- 
lieve recruiting matters! Q

other star quarterbacks, Todd Ellis of 
South Carolina and Tom Hodson of LSU, 
having regressed from their impressive 
collegiate beginnings, the most interest- 
ing college quarterback of the 1989 sea- 
son - al least in the perspective of some 
scouts - may be John Friesz of Idaho. 

“| saw him as a sophomore and he 
caught my attention immediately,” says a 

+ scout for an NFC team that won the Super 
Bowl a few years ago. “He has size, mo- 
bility and a strong arm. Idaho's competi- 
tion is a question.” 

Dick Steinberg, the astute chief of 
New England's scouting department, says 
Friesz is high on the Patriots’ preliminary 
list, “but we haven't seen enough of him 
yet. We'll walch him carefully throughout 
the year and we'll try to forecast what he 
might do against stronger teams than 
those Idaho plays.” 

The pros will keep an even keener 
watch on Ellis and Hodson. 

Ellis is seen as a major talent who 
needs stabilization badly. He will be play- 
ing under his third offensive coordinator 
in four seasons at South Carolina since 
Sparky Woods was hired as head coach to 
feplace Joe Morrison, who collapsed and 
died after a racquetball game last winter. 

After his junior season the word on 
Ellis was that he was somewhat spoiled, 
hard to coach. If he can find discipline as 
a senior, he could push himself into the 
first round of the draft and a lot more 
Money than he stands to make now. 

Midway through last season, 
Hodson sounded as if he planned to come 
into the draft this year. After his play de- 
clined markedly late in the season, he 
changed his mind and said he definitely 
would return to Baton Rouge for another 
season. 

It was a wise decision. After he fiz- 
zled against Syracuse in the All-American 
Bowl, Hodson was looked upon by the 
pros as a probable career backup. If he 
can return to the form of his first two col- 
lege seasons, he could change some NFL 
minds. 

Because of the trend set by Bernie 
Kosar, Brian Bosworth, Craig Heyward 
and a few other notable players - leaving 
college with eligibility remaining either 
because their original classes graduate or 
they themselves graduate ahead of sched- 
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ule - the scouts now have to assess un- 
derclassmen who fall into these cate- 
gories. Reggie Cobb, the Tennessee tail- 


back, and Syracuse wide receiver Rob 
Moore are among such cases this year. 

But this season there is a twist on 
that scenario. 

Three notable ball carriers, who 
would have been in the last draft except 
for injuries they suffered a year ago, are 
among the top five running back 
prospects. 

If he regains the form he showed in 
1987, Blair Thomas of Penn State is likely 
to be the first back chosen. The pros com- 
pare him to another great Nittany Lion 
back, Curt Warner, who became an all-pro 
with Seattle. 

Until he broke a bone in his foot last 
September, Alabama's Bobby Humphrey 
was ranked no worse than second among 
the class of 1988 seniors. Assuming his 
foot is fully healed, Humphrey should re- 
gain blue-chip status as a pro prospect. 

The third returnee, James Rouse of 
Arkansas, is not in the same talent cat- 
egory as Thomas and Humphrey, but the 
quick 225-pounder is looked upon as an 
ideal situation ball carrier in the “red 
Zone,” that area from the 20-yard line to 
the goal line. 

Minnesota backslid last year, but the 
pros still admire Darrell Thompson, whom 
they consider the strong, dominating sort 
of ball carrier who could end up in Pro 
Bowls. The “other Big Ten Thompson,” 
Anthony of Indiana, does not have 
Darrell's size nor his speed, but the 
scouts consider him a durable producer 
whose strong legs can do some things in 
the manner of 0.J. Simpson. 

There are two interesting backs on 
the West Coast, Steve Broussard of 
Washington State and Johnny Johnson of 
San Jose Stale. 

Broussard is short, just 5 foot 7, yet 
some scouts think he might be a Joe 
Morris type, but shiftier than the New York 
Giant star. With Rosenbach in the pros 
and coach Dennis Erickson gone to the 
University of Miami, the Cougars are like- 
ly to feature a more conservative, run-ori- 
ented offense. If Broussard thrives under 
those conditions, he could rise in the esti- 
mation of the pros. 

Johnson could soar on the charts by 
the time the season ends. 

“He does a lot of things very well, 
including block,” says Norm Pollom, the 


West Coast scout for the Buffalo Bills. 
“He's big enough to be a fullback." 
One NFC scout points to another 


asset the pros value highly: * He plays 
hurt.” 

When insurrection decimated the 
San Jose State basketball roster last sea- 
son, Johnson volunteered for the squad at 
mid-season and averaged in double fig- 
ures, adding to his reputation as a versa- 
tile athlete. 

Many pro teams are looking for 
classic fullback types who can block and 
also are dependable “pile-movers" in 
short-yardage situations. Notre Dame has 
the most promising pair of fullbacks in 
Anthony Johnson and Braxton Banks, al- 
though Banks’ marks for deportment suf- 
fered when Lou Holtz suspended him on 
the eve of the Fiesta Bowl. 

After two straight senior classes of 
Quality wide receivers, that category looks 
far thinner in 1989. 

The best receiver may be Greg 
McMurtry of Michigan, although the 
scouts may have to wait until the post- 
season all-star games to properly assess 
him since the Wolverines do not have a 
passer of first-rank. Clarkston Hines of 
Duke and Ronald Lewis of Florida State 
are other high-interest receivers, although 
Moore could pass all of them if he de- 
cides not to skip his last year of eligibility 
at Syracuse. 

The early reviews on tight end 
Charles Arbuckle of UCLA are mixed. 
Many of the pros think his blocking defi- 
Ciencies will make him strictly an “H" 
back in the NFL. The best pure tight end 
could be big Cedrick Davis of Nevada-Las 
Vegas. 

The mystery position is offensive 
line. Two centers, Frank Cornish of UCLA 
and Jake Young of Nebraska, received 
some preseason interest. One of the 
closely watched linemen will be Mike 
Pleifer of Kentucky, who is recovering 
from a serious knee injury. 

Another Kentuckian, defensive line- 
man Oliver Barnett, could go high in the 
draft if, as one scout puls it “he decides to 
play every down instead of every third or 
fourth down." At least one AFC scout 
thinks Barnett has some of the pass-rush 
qualities of the Bills’ Bruce Smith. 

Washington's 300-pounder, Dennis 
Brown, could be a dominating tackle in a 
4-3 defense. Lester Archambeau of 
Stanford is a proven big-play man. Tim

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Ryan of USC and Rob Burnett of 
Syracuse lack size, but the scouts think 
their quickness could make them suc- 
cessful pass rushers. 

Pitt's Tony Siragusa would have 
been a sure high draftee if he hadn't 
suffered a serious knee injury. Most 
scouts liked him better than his balley- 
hooed ‘88 teammate Burt Grossman. 
Purdue's Bill Hitchcock is another who 
got high marks before his knee injury. 

One of the richest areas in the 
next draft should be linebacking. 
Bernard Clark of Miami, who was the 
best defensive player on the field as a 
sophomore when the Hurricanes won 
the 1987 National championship in the 
Orange Bow! game, did nothing since 
to dim the pros’ admiration. He could 
be a dominating inside backer. 

‘Two of the best linebackers are in 
the Southwest Conference, James 
Francis at Baylor and Aaron Wallace at 
Texas A&M. Francis isn't Mike 
Singletary, another Baylor product, but 
he is especially active and a hard hitter. 
Wallace is a classic A&M linebacker, 
able to take deep pass drops and also 
line up and play tough against the run. 

Terry Wooden of Syracuse should 
be an effective pass-rushing outside 
backer in the pros. Two small-college 
stars, Glenell Sanders of Louisiana 
Tech and Darion Conner of Jackson 
State, will be put under the NFL micro- 
scope. 

The mystery linebacker is Percy 
Snow of Michigan State. Snow makes a 
large number of tackles and is very ac- 
tive, but he plays in a system like the 
one Spartan coach George Perles used 
with the Pittsburgh Steelers. In it, the 
linebacker is expected to make a lot of 
tackles because he is protected by the 
defensive line. 

Southern California and Baylor 
are must-visits for any pro scout on the 
lookout for defensive backs. Cleveland 
Colter and Mark Carrier of the Trojans 
are both class, although Carrier may 
have to be a safety in the pros. Baylor 
has two blue chippers in Robert 
Blackmon and Mike Welch, although 
Welch is coming back from a knee in- 
jury. 

The mystery specialty is place 
kicking.

Encore Time FOR PARDEE AND THE CouGaARs

thappened quicker than anyone ex- 
pected 
Jack Pardee, in only his second 

season as coach of the University of 

Houston, turned the Cougars into 
winners. He inherited a 1-10 team and in 
{wo years had them contending for the 
Southwest Conference championship and 
off to Hawaii for a bow! game. 

The 9-3 record truly looked like 
Paradise, despite the loss to Washington 
State in the Aloha Bow! 

Now it's encore time. This season may 
be more a question of attitude than ability 
for Houston. 

“We'll be a heckuva team if we keep our 
head on right," said Pardee. 

In December, three days before they left 
for the Aloha Bowl, the NCAA placed the 
Cougars in the penalty box for three years - 
two years no bowls and one year no televi- 
sion and a loss of 10 scholarships. 

“The worst should be behind us,” said 
Pardee. “The whole investigation time, people 
would say, “Don't go to Houston.’ You'll never 
be on TV, That hurt us worse than the reality." 

Despite the probation, Pardee and his 
Staff did their best job of rounding up recruits 
in his three years as a college coach. The 
numbers were down, but the calibre was up, 
particularly in the offensive line department. 

Pardee figured that the incoming fresh- 
men, most of whom figure to be redshirted 
would be least affected by the probation. It 
probably hurt in recruiting junior college 
players, where the Cougars found a few 
nuggets the last two years. 

“We've had to go hand-to-mouth so 
much," said Pardee of his extensive junior 
College recruiting in the past. "Hopefully. 
we're getting there with five-year men. We're 
certainly not there yet.” 

Houston Athletic Director Rudy Davalos 


moved the 1990 game against Arizona State 
to Japan, providing an end of season reward 
in lieu of a bowl game. That won't help this 
fall 

Pardee hopes the lure of the NFL will 
be a sufficient carrot for this season 

"We have 12, 13 seniors capable of 
playing pro ball," he said. "We've got some 
teal quality here. We're not going to a bow! 
game, but with the number of seniors we 


have, they better produce if they want to play 
pro ball." 

Only one player, third string quarter- 
back Ed Powers, transferred, although they 
would have been eligible immediately by 
NCAA rules because of the probation. 

The key, offensively, will be a junior, 
quarterback Andre Ware. In Pardee's Run- 
and-Shoot offense, a team is about as good 
as its quarterback. In Ware's case, that could 
mean exceptional 

“The offense we play, the quarterback 
has a lot to do with it," said Ware. “If he's 
not successtui, it's not going to work." 

Ware never started until the eighth 
game last season, bul still hung up some in- 
credible numbers, completing over 59 per- 
cent for 2,507 yards and 25 touchdowns. He 
tuns well, but Pardee discourages his quar- 
terbacks from taking off with the ball, except 


to avoid a rush. 

Ware flopped only once, turning ina 
terrible performance in the Aloha Bow! game 
against Washington State, which boasted a 
pretty classy quarterback itself in Timm 
Rosenbach. 

“Andre knew Rosenbach would be a 
Heisman candidate this year, and he's the 
type of competitor, he wanted to look better 
than Rosenbach," said Pardee. 

“I've forgotten about it,” confirmed 
Ware. “It was one of those days. It's behind 
me. 

Ware looked even better than last year 
this spring. 

“Andre has really stepped to a different 
level, when to put some air under it, when to 
Grill it," said Pardee. “He's a lot like Jim 
Kelly. He doesn't get down on himself. He's 
capable of being as good a quarterback as 
there is in the country.” 

Ware, a natural leader, vocalized that 
role in the off-season when he spotted some 
of his teammates slacking off on their condi- 
tioning. 

“I'm sick of people trying to get out of 
this and get out of that," he announced. 
“They respected me for it.” 

Houston lost inside receivers Jason 
Phillips (108 receptions) and James Dixon 
(102), who finished 1-2 in the nation in re- 
ceiving 

That means it's a great opportunity for 
somebody stepping in,” said Pardee. "We're 
not short of speed and ability there, just ex- 
perience.” 

Kody Smith and Tracy Good, a pair of 
pint-size Run-and-Shooters at 5-7, led the 
charge to replace Phillips and Dixon in the 
spring. Verlond Brown, Henry LeBlanc and 
Manny Santos, a trio of JC transfers who 
enrolled second semester, spent the spring 
learning the system and should play plenty. 
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“They need a million more reps. 
but they're catching the ball better,” 
said Pardee. "It might not be one 
guy catching it all the time, but 
we've got to have it from that posi- 
tion.” 

The Cougars felt confident 
enough in the replacements to move 
Jamie Mouton, a redshirt freshman, 
{rom inside receiver to defensive 
back 

The outside receivers figure to 
see more footballs floating their way. 
Brian Williams played well by most 
standards last year (34 catches for 
538 yards and 5 TDs) and Kevin 
Mason, a hurdler on the track team, 
improved with experience. Senior 
Paul Smith and Patrick Cooper 
should push for playing time 

“The way we throw, somebody 
better catch it or (punter) Simon 
Rodrigeuz is going to get a big 
workout,” said Pardee. 

The Run-and-Shoot uses the 
passing game to set up the ran, the 
draw usually the most successful 
play. Kimble Anders started at 
Superback, the lone setback in the 
offense, and collected 308 yards 
fushing and 377 yards receiving. 

Chuck Weatherspoon, a fire hy- 
drant with wheels at 5-7, 210, alter- 
nated with Anders and became an 
instant hero. Spoon rambled for 
1,019 yards, bowling over defensive 
backs 

Anders responded with an out- 
standing spring and the two should 
share the position again. The Cougars 
Must prove they can run the ball when 
they need to. In their two conference 
losses, they failed on first-and-goal 
from the Texas A&M 3-yard line, 
throwing three incomplete passes. 
and Ware was stopped on a key 
fourth-and-one play against Arkansas. 

Houston lost three seniors from 


1] ils offensive line, but should have 


sufficient talent to plug the holes, 
Last year the Cougars shifted guard 
William Gant to center and he adapt- 
ed quickly. They made a similar 
move this spring with Byron 
Forsythe, a 6-3, 285-pounder. 


The Cougars’ key, offensively, is 
quarterback Andre Ware, who is 
looking better than ever. 
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Forsythe started at tackle as a sophomore 
and guard as a junior and practiced as a 
backup center. 

Six-foot-seven Joey Banes, who grew 
from 218 pounds as a freshman to 280, is a 
stalwart at right tackle. Mike Gisler (6-4, 
285), moved from tackle, 
could line up next to 
Banes at right quard. 
Charles Bowman (6-3, 
290), who started at guard 
and tackle for the Cougars 
in 1987 and played junior 
College ball last fall, re- 
turned to school in the 
spring and will battle 
Gisler. 

Jason Jessup (6-4, 
265) may have finally 
found a home at left tackle. 
He came to Houston as a 
tight end under the old Bill 
Yeoman regime. Since 
there is no tight end in the 
Run-and-Shoot, Pardee 
shifted all the players at 
that position to running 
back. Early last season the 
staff decided Jessup might 
make an offensive lineman 
and he put on 25 pounds. 
since last fall 

Mike Holley (6-4, 
285), a JC transfer last 
year, held a slight edge 
over Leroy Truitt (6-3, 
290) at left quard. 

The defense, as much 
or more than the offense, 
made 1988 a success. 

“The defense was in 
the category of great,” said 
Pardee. | 
The defensive line will 
miss its two leaders, Glenn 
Montgomery and Keith 
Jenkins. Defensive tackle 
Alfred Oglesby (6-3, 270), a starter last year, 
is the most likely to fill the leadership role. 
Tray Hooper (6-3, 270) will probably be 
Oglesby's partner at tackle, with Jayson 
Davis (6-3, 264) seeing plenty of playing 
time. Robert McDade (6-3, 230) started at 
middle linebacker last year, but sat out four 
games with a knee injury. He may help at 
defensive tackle, his original position, if his 
knee is healthy. 

Craig Veasey (6-3, 276) and Darren 
Warren (6-2, 250) shared one defensive end 
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spot last season, Veasey missing the final 
three games with a leg injury. Both will start 
this time. 

The linebacking should be the strength 
of the defense. Lamar Lathon (6-4, 240, a 
two-year starter at outside linebacker, had

"In an even man front, a middle 
inebacker is critical," said defensive coordi- 
nator Jim Eddy, "Lamar will be our leading 
tackler and big play guy.”

Mer tight end, turned in a solid season at 
outside linebacker last year. Tyrone Jones 
(5-11, 210), a smart and experienced senior 
who has played everything from defensive 
end to strong safety, should start at the other 


outside position. Edward Thomas (6-4, 233) 
started at middle linebacker after the injury 
to McDade last season. He flunked out of 
school at the end of the first semester, but is 
expected to return in the fall. If the reserves 
develop at linebacker, Thomas may be tried 
at defensive end. 

The secondary will 
miss cornerback Johnny 
Jackson, Houston's career 
leader in interceptions, 

{ The Cougars employed 
five defensive backs 
against passing teams 
and Cornelius Price and 
Mecridric Calloway both 
started at times last year. 

Strong safety Alton 
Montgomery, a hitter, 
earned a starting position 
almost the day he arrived 
last fall from junior col- 
lege. Chris Ellison picked 
up experience last season 
al free safety filling in for 
the injured Johnny 
Norwood and will start 
there. 

Rodriguez, who aver- 
aged 41.4 yards a kick, 
will begin his fourth sea- 
son as Houston's punter. 

Roman Anderson, a 
walk-on, won a kicking 
derby last fall to be the 
place-kicker. He connect- 
ed on 19 of 25 field goals 
and all 51 extra points, 
though he did miss a cru- 
cial PAT in the Aloha 
Bowl, Johnny Robertson, 
a former quarterback, and 
Mike Adams, another 
walk-on, shared the kick- 
vex Off duties.

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Pony FaiTHFuL AWAIT THE RETURN

ime is running out. The once in- 
terminable wait has been reduced 
to.a precious few weeks remain- 
ing to complete the resurrection 
of the SMU football program 

There's the rebuilding of the condemned 
Ownby Stadium still incomplete. There's the 
Continued drilling of a gang of inexperienced, 
unheralded talent that will carry out The 
Return, Help will arrive with the addition of 25 
God-send recruits who will have to play, con- 
tribute and in some cases start less than six 
weeks after their arrival on a college campus. 

So much to do and so little time for the 
only school to have ever been slapped with 
NCAA capital punishment, the so-called 
"Death Penalty." 

"It's funny," said SMU coach and former 
All-American Forrest Gregg, who returned to 
The Hilltop to transform the fallen football pro- 
gram from national embarrassment to a model 
of cleanliness and success at college football's 
highest level. "When we started last fall it 
seemed like such a long time before we'd start 
up. But there's so much to do, it'll be here be- 
fore we know it. We still have a long way to 
go." 

No wonder. Gregg's assignment when he 
left the Green Bay Packers to come back to 
‘SMU was to build a Division | football pro- 
gram {rom scratch. He was given only two 
players, five assistant coaches (the norm is 
nine), 15 scholarships (with severe recruiting 
limitations) in 1988 and 25 more in 1989. 

Because of the most involved and on- 
going pay-for-play scandal in college sports 
history, the NCAA shut down the Mustangs’ 
1987 season and limited the 1988 season to 
seven road games, prompting SMU to cancel 
the 1988 season. With the 15 recruits and 
hordes of walk-ons he gathered in 1988, 
Gregg has held practices since last fall. The 
Mustangs will have only three players who 


have ever played college football when they 
end their two-year hiatus from competition and 
41-year absence from Ownby Stadium against 
the Rice Owls Sept 2. SMU had recently 
played its home games at Texas.Stadium in 
Irving before moving back to campus. 

They will play a full Southwest Conter- 
ence schedule and non-conference games 
against Division 1-AA North Texas, Con-

Necticut and defending national champion 
Notre Dame in South Bend. 

But are the Ponies ready for the Irish? Or 
even the Owls? 

“We will be competitive, | can tell you 
that,” Gregg said. 

Everyone associated with the program 
says about the same thing. The words “Wins 
and losses” are rarely mentioned, and never 
together. The universal aspiration is to come 
close. And considering everything, it’s a lofty 
goal 

“Atter tonight,” nose tackle Uzo Okeke said 
after SMU’s inspiring spring game, “I feel 
more confident than ever. Now | really can’t 
wait for Sept. 2. | really feel like we can be 
competitive.” 

If shooting to be merely “competitive” 
sounds perhaps defeatist, consider a few perti- 
nent facts 


© The Mustangs have no returning 
starters from 1986 and only three players from 
the pre-death penalty team; 

© When the 25 recruits arrive, there will 
be only 41 scholarship players on the entire 
team, only three of which having ever played 
College football before; 

© They will have an offensive line of four 
freshmen and a sophomore, including two 
walk-ons, and with four second-teamers aver- 
aging 238 pounds; 

The defensive line will include two 
freshmen and a senior with no experience and 
will average 251 pounds; 

© Of the four current starting defensive 
backs, only one is on scholarship and he was 
a wide receiver before coming to SMU. 

But given those inescapable realities, the 
Mustangs have made remarkable progress 
since the start of fall practices. “Now we look 
like a football team," said offensive tackle Kyle 
Carroll, one of the team's most improved play- 
ets 

Gregg had also been impressed with the 
team's progress. 

“When we started last year and we were 
putting our playbook together and trying to 
work out some sort of plan for workouts in the 
fall, | thought we could work on techniques 
and maybe practice as groups,” Gregg said. *! 
didn’t think we could go out and practice as a 
team, much less split the team for a game. We 
were able to accomplish more in the fall from 
that standpoint than | ever anticipated and even 
more than that in the spring. Now we're a foot- 
ball team.” 

The result has been a proficient operation 
ofarun-and-shoot offense and an _ effective 
(against each other), aggressive 3-4 defense. 
The offensive line has improved dramatically 
physically, with the three undersized linemen 
beefing up and the two oversized tackles slim- 
ming down 
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So much to do and so little time for the SMU Mustangs to prepare for the new season. 


The linebacking unit has found two 
speedy outside linebackers, and a possible di- 
amond in the rough in the middle. And the 
secondary, which will get the greatest help 
from the new recruits, has improved more than 
anyone thought possible. 

The run-and-shoot was installed to cir- 
Cumvent the need for overpowering linemen or 
superior natural-talent ball carriers. At SMU, 
quarterbacks take quick drops, read the de- 
fense and throw to a variety of receiving backs, 
wide receivers and flankers. 

Mike Romo has surpassed Casey Clyce of 
around-the-corner Highland Park as the start- 
ing quarterback and the focal point of the 
Mustang offense. Romo, 6-0, 185, has a 
strong arm and quick release, but is not 
Clyce's equal as a scrambler, a talent that 
could come in handy behind the young offen- 
sive line. The line has progressed and will 
welcome a handful of recruits actually wanted 
by other SWC schools, But they still have a 
Jong way to go. 

"Freshmen really can't play on the offen- 
sive line in the Southwest Conference,” said 
SMU offensive line coach Billy Kidd, himself a 
lineman at Houston and in the USFL. “But 
they're going to have to. They knew that com- 
ing here and they wanted that challenge." 

Although the stars of the surprisingly 
strong recruiting class are the five linemen, the 


he 


spring starters are expected to hold their jobs 
in the fall. Kyle Carroll and Trey Cowan are 
roommates and bookends as the starting tack- 
les. Carroll has lost almost 35 pounds since 
arriving at SMU, a loss which has added much 
needed quickness and agility. Cowan has lost 
about 15 pounds, while drastically building 
upper body strength. 

Guard Matt Hart and center Matt 
Wisenbaker have grown by building lower 
body strenath. The right guard, Oscar Rosales, 
at just 5-11, is SMU's most consistent blocker 
and an outstanding pulling guard, although in 
the run-and-shoot he won't get to do much 
pulling except for trap blocks. 

"They're going to get initiated their first 
year," Kidd said of his young charges. “I think 
it would be crazy to say they'll be All- 
Southwest Conference as freshmen, but if they 
keep working, maybe someday.” 

If the linemen will be initiated this fall, the 
funning backs will be next in line. SMU's “S- 
backs,” the ball carriers in the one-back align- 
ment, have been led by walk-ons Stuart Ison 
and Jay Nisbet, and Omar Thompson, the first 
player to commit to play at SMU for Gregg 
Ison will start the fall practices as the starter, 
but may be challenged by recruit Kevin Love 
whom Gregg said “has all the tools to be a 
big-time back.” 

The receiving back position may be 
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SMU's deepest. The run-and-shoot will use ei- 
ther two “R-backs," or an "R-back" with a 
blocking tight end, depending on the situation. 
Mike Bowen is the Mustangs’ best breakaway 
threat, a shifty former running back who let- 
tered at SMU in 1986, played defensive back 
and punt returner at Georgia and walked-on at 
‘SMU last fall. Jason Wolf, an All-State running 
back in Michigan, will probably start at the 
other R-back spot and is almost as dangerous 
after catching the ball. SMU will look to turn 
the short pass into a long gain with Bowen, 
Wolf and super shifty recruit Rongea Hill 

“They (Bowen and Wolf) both can make 
things happen and will go over, through, 
around or under you to get in the end zone,” 
Gregg said. "We may have faster guys, but | 
haven't seen anyone catch them from behind." 

The fastest players may be Andy Bergfeld 
and Simeon Knight, the starting wide re- 
ceivers. Bergfeld had a great spring and Knight 
has added almost 30 pounds of strength since 
arriving at SMU. Mitchell Glieber, one of the 
stars of SMU's spring game, is the only SMU 
letterman to wait out the death penalty and will 
also be at the end of Romo's passes. Korey 
Beard and Derwin Ware could come in and 
fight for positions as freshmen. 

But even if they don’t start, Gregg hopes to 
have to play many pass-catchers with the run- 
and-shoot keeping them busy. 
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“This is the perfect offense for SMU," said Carroll. 
"Itlakes advantages of our strengths and keeps people 
from taking advantage of our weaknesses. It uses 
Romo's and Clyce's strong throwing arms and gets the 
ball to people who can do something with it. And | think 
the offensive line is coming together enough to make it 
all work.” 

The offense had better work or the defense may 
spend long autumn afternoons longing for Romo, 
Bowen and Bergfeld to hang on to the ball for awhile. 

Okeke is a bit small (255) but is strong and quick 
and seemingly built for nose guard. Kenny Rea and 
Brett Kershaw will line up at the defensive ends, hoping 
quickness can make up for a lack of size. 

The linebackers will hope for a similar success 
story. All four current starters are walk-ons, but outside 
linebackers Chris Collins, who played at Pacific, and 
Mike Ostos, who told Gregg to use his scholarship for 
someone else, have excellent speed to rush the passer 
or blitz. Inside linebacker Bill Kiely and Scott Phillips 
though just 6-0, and 5-11 respectively, are among the 
hardest hitters on the team. 

And Drew Randall, who was recruited as a tight 
end, has been moved to inside linebacker, a position he 
has never played, but showed great potential in the last 
two weeks of spring practice 

“He was all over the field in the (spring) game,” 
Gregg said. "He can play, we just had to find hima 
place,” 

But defensive coordinator Dale Lindsay said he al- 
ways knew Randall had a place. "I've been trying to 
steal him from the offense since he got here,” Lindsay 
said. 

The secondary has come further than any other po- 
sition, but still could be the team's trouble spot with an 
undersized defensive line forcing them to cover track- 
star wide receivers for what may seem like eternities. 
Daniel Echols, a former wide receiver, and Ryan Mathis, 
a former quarterback, start on the corners. Walk-ons 
Jack Sides and Malcolm Borlenghi are the starting 
safeties, 

Gregg recruited seven defensive backs, including 
five corners, last winter so it's anybody's guess who 
will start in the defensive backfield 

But then just about everything about SMU is 
hard to figure. After all, no football team has ever 
taken a year off and returned in Division |. No pro- 
gram has come back from death 

"The one thing | know is it's going to be excit- 
Ing," Gregg said. “These kids have been everything 
we could ask for. They have kept their intensity and 
good attitudes all this time without a game. And | tell 
you, that (spring) game was intense. It was a real 
hard-knocking football game. | know this team will 
Qive it everything they've got from start to finish 

“And it'll be here before you know it."Q

Witt Wacker's Frogs TAKE Wine with TRIPLE SHOT?

f the old adage about crabs walking 
sideways and lobsters walking 
straight has any value, then the 
Push me-Pull you dilemma through 
which TCU coach Jim Wacker is 
going is thoroughly understandable. 

Despite roots that run deep into the 
philosophy of the Veer offense, Wacker 
made a big decision with the hiring of new 
offensive coordinator Ben Griffith. Griffith 
brought with him the Triple Shoot package, 
a combination of the run-and-shoot - 
which he installed at Georgia Southern 
back in 1984 - and the triple option. The 
Triple Shoot features aspects of both a 
wide-open, helter-skelter passing attack 
and a running game that is something 
other than the draw. 

But sometimes, Wacker said at the end 
of spring training, he has this feeling like 
he's in the driver's seat of a runaway car 
without any breaks. 

"Ml admit it," Wacker said. "For an old 
funning coach, | sometimes approach (the 
Triple Shoot) with fear and trepidation in 
my heart. 

“But the whole (Southwest Conference) 
is going that way, it's an exciting offense 
for the fans and people have been having 
success with the wide-open kind of of- 
tense." 

Griffith, who had been at Arizona for 
the last three years and before that at New 
Mexico, was the first coach Wacker inter- 
viewed after long time aide, line coach and 
offensive coordinator Bill Thornton re- 
signed to enter private business. Wacker 
was looking for some offensive punch after 
his coveted Veer-Wishbone attack had fall- 
en from an SWC-leading 400 yards a game 
in 1987 to a bottom-of-the-barrel 311.6 
without an explosive running back of the 
Kenneth Davis-Tony Jeffrey genre. 


The Horned Frogs will need that punch 
if they are to be any better in 1989 

Wacker's job is safe, TCU chancellor 
William E. Tucker assured everyone follow- 
ing a disappointing 4-7 season in ‘88. 
Despite having only a 24-41-2 record in 
six seasons at TCU, Wacker's mark is bet- 
ter than any TCU coach in a similar time 
period since the legendary Abe Martin re- 
tired at the end of the 1966 season.

And with the graduation of 32 players, 
many of whom left the program with the tag 
of underachievers, a rebuilding process 
begins for the Horned Frogs. 

A Triple Shoot style of offense is one 
that traditionally buys time, entertains and 
covers up thin places in the carpet 

Georgia Southern's success is docu- 
mented each year in the Division |-AA 
playoffs. Griffith's offense also put plenty of 
zip into the program at New Mexico. In his 
first season, the 3-8 Lobos were third na- 
tionally in total offense (469.5 yards) and 
the next season at 4-8 led the offense-mad 
Western Athletic Conference at 439 yards a 
game. UNM both seasons averaged 26 
points a Saturday. 

"We couldn't overpower anyone at ei- 
ther place," Griffith said. "But we could 
dog-goned sure run it up and down the 


field and score some points. 

"They might knock us down and hurt 
us, but when it was all said and done we 
had some points on the board." 

The interesting question then becomes 
how personnel recruited for a running-ori- 
ented offense fit into this kind of attack? 

Griffith shrugged. 

“To tell you the truth, | don't know what 
kind of personnel you have to have to run 
this offense," he said. "I've never had the 
same kind of personnel anywhere I've 
been. | just try to make do with what I've 
got." 

Griffith found himself in short supply 
of receivers in spring training. Redshirt 
freshman Michael Jackson, a wide slot, 
proved in one week of the spring that he 
was going to be an explosive, open-field 
weapon by catching 5 passes for 99 yards 
before going down in the first scrimmage 
with relatively minor knee damage. He'll be 
back in the fall. Tight end-slot Kelly 
Blackwell led all scrimmages with his re- 
ceiving. Not a game-breaker, he is an ex- 
cellent possession type receiver with 
punch at 6-2, 235 pounds. 

Despite Griffith's statement about per- 
sonnel, the Frogs did recruit a number of 
players ideally suited for the Triple Shoot. 
Three have a good chance at playing major 
roles in the fall. They are 6-5, 205-pound 
Stephen Shipley (114 receptions, 2300 
yards and 30 touchdowns in two years); 5~ 
11, 160-pound scooter Kyle McPherson 
(4.4 speed with 82 receptions for 1700 
yards in two years) and Class 2A player of 


the year Setrick Dickens (2,890 yards rush- 


ing, 414 receiving as a senior). 

As would be expected, the Frogs have 
two good, experienced backs - Cedrick 
Jackson and Tony Darthard - to man the 
one setback position, which has tradition- 
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Good, experienced back Tony Darthard is a needed asset to the Frogs’ offense. 


ally produced more than 1,200 yards rush- 
ing in this scheme. 

TCU has problems in the offensive 
line. Only eight linemen suited up for the 
Frogs’ next-to-last scrimmage of the 
spring. Guard Rob Adams and tackle Jeff 
Hopkins - both former starters - will 


miss ‘89 with knee ligament damage. 

But the Frogs apparently have a trigger 
man in fifth-year senior quarterback Ron 
Jiles. 

And surprise! 

“I think Ron is actually more ideally 
suited to this offense than he was the Veer 


because of his throwing ability,” Wacker 
said. 

"The thing you notice most about Ron 
is his quick release and a good, strong 
arm. He's a good runner and has good mo- 
bility, but the quick release stands out.” 

Understanding in the new offense has 
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come slowly for both Jiles and redshirt 
freshman backup Leon Clay. 

But 

‘I think | really began to get the big 
picture the last two weeks (of spring)," 
said Jiles, who has toiled for three years 
behind upperclassmen. “We've had some 
problems, especially with injuries, but | 
think it's all going to come together before 
the season starts 

“Everyone is excited about the things 
you can do out of this offense. It's going to 
be fun." 

Itwill be more tun, of course, if the 
Frogs can win some games. That may de- 
pend on the defense, which lost a number 
of key players from a side that was only 
average a year ago 

“Almost every place Ben has been 
(mainly Georgia Southern and New 
Mexico), he's been in a situation where 
you had to score 42 points to win. Or, end 
up losing 48-42," observed line coach 
Hugh Nall, who was with Griffith at 
Georgia Southern and rejoined him at 
TCU. 

Defensive coordinator Marc Dove was 
hit with the question - will the Frogs be 
able to hold opponents to less than 42 
points a game? 

"Right now, to say that we will be good 
enough to control a football game defen- 
sively is suspect," Dove said. "That's 
something we're going to have to earn, 
though | saw signs late in the spring that 
we're making progress 

“But if the question is can we hold 
People to less than 42 points, | would like 
to hope for some optimistic feelings there." 

Those optimistic feelings begin with 
All-SWC tackle candidate Fred Washington 
(6-3, 275), who had only two less tackles 
(55) than third-round NFL draft choice 
Mitchell Benson 

“There's a lot to that old cliche that it 
all begins at the line of scrimmage. And we 
have a great one in Fred Washington," 
Dove said 

TCU also has a possible All-Star can- 
didate at end in senior Darrell Davis, pro- 
vided he can shake a tendency to fall prey 
to injuries that have limited his playing 
time. He did that in the spring. Buddy 
Wyatt, opposite Washington, gives the 
Frogs a solid interior; but sizeable depth is 
lacking. It could be back immediately if 6- 
6, 285-pound sophomore John Marsh 
shakes knee problems 

The Frogs also should be solid, better 


than in 88 - at the linebacker spots, 
which are keys to the success of any 4-3 
defense. Redshirt freshman Brad Smith has 
been the defensive story of the spring, 
moving into the No.1 slot in the middle 
ahead of promising sophomore Jordy 
Reynolds. Strongside junior Richard 
Booker could be ready for all-conference 
consideration after learning the ropes last 
season 

“We've got a lot of young talent on this 
team," said Smith, a 6-3, 230-pound pack- 
age who chose TCU over offers from Notre 
Dame, LSU and Arkansas. “We may not 
have a bunch of all-stars, but we've got a 
bunch of good, solid team players. We'll be 
fine." 

The secondary picture also improved 
in the spring, despite the loss of experi- 
enced performers like safety Falanda 
Newton and corner Andre Spencer. Corner 
Robert McWright is the leader. 

This defense, Washington said, hasn't 
spent much time thinking about the five 
starters missing from last year's first unit. 

“If you cry and worry about what you're 
missing, you never gain anything,” he said 
“We're looking to the future, to doing better 
things, instead of looking back. 

“The feeling is good with this team 
Our spirits are up. Everyone knows this 
year that the only way we're going to get 
good is to work hard.” 

“Our attitude is a lot better than last 
year,” said Davis. "Maybe because a lot of 
people aren't expecting us to be very 
good.” 

‘That, says Wacker, who has been guilty 
of making promises his teams couldn't 
cash the past two years, suits him fine. 

“[have no earthly idea how we're going 
to do this year,” he confessed. “I know 
we're not picked high initially and | like 
that 

“I don't want any pressure on this 
team. | want them to be able to just go out 
and play, have some fun, get after it and 
see how good they can be. 

“There are going to be a lot of intangi- 
bles involved with this team,” he said. 
“Things like mental toughness, how well it 
Plays together as a team, can it sustain an 
effort in the fourth quarter. | know this, 
we're going to be tested early.” 

TCU opens at Missouri, with SWC 
contender Texas A&M at home before 
bowl-winner Southern Mississippi visits. 

“We'll know a lot more after those 
three games,” Wacker said.)

1 November, following the second 0- 
11 season in the last six years at Rice, 
those who hold the Owls near and 
dear to their hearts were again at the 
bottom of the emotional barrel. 

Another in what seems like an endless 
stream of head coaches had failed once 
more to raise the Owls even close to the per- 
formance level of the legendary teams of 
Jess Neely. 

With the 0-11 record the Owls extended 
their losing streak to 18 games, longest in 
the nation among NCAA Division !-A 
schools 

Not only were the fans disheartened, 
head coach-athletic director Jerry Berndt, 
after three consecutive losing seasons, that 
at Rice the miracle turnarounds which had 
come so easily for him at DePauw and 
Pennsylvania were not to be. 

Catching virtually everyone by surprise 
in early January, Berndt tossed in the towel 
and headed back to Pennsylvania, taking the 
job as head football coach at Temple. 

And, following its fourth coaching 
search in less than a decade, Rice lured Fred 
Goldsmith away from his post as defensive 
coordinator at Arkansas to try and guide the 
Owls back to a proper flight path. 

Perhaps now the frustration of losing 
and the trying coaching searches are at end 

Certainly, from the moment he stepped 
to the podium and spoke for the first time as 
head coach, the 44-year-old Goldsmith had 
the emotions and expectations of Rice fans 
soaring 

He told them the school's strict, high 
academic standards needn't be a deterrent to 
athletic superiority. He told them Rice could 
again be a winner, just as it had been during 
the 1940s and 50s when Neely led them to 
four Southwest Conference championships 
and a pair of Cotton Bowl victories.

“It's been happening at Duke University 
and Wake Forest,” Goldsmith said of a 
resurgence in athletic excell at schools 
that, like Rice, are academic factories. 


“Northwestern has regained re- 
spectability," Goldsmith said. "Vanderbilt 
has regained respectability. | don't see any 
feason why we can't begin to win again at 


Rice.” 

But Goldsmith also told the fans some- 
thing he was quite aware of when he accept- 
ed the job - winning won't come easily. 

“This is the biggest challenge in college 
football at this time,” Goldsmith said. “This 
is a stage in my life where I'm prepared to 
meet that challenge. It's going to take a lot 
of work by myself, the football team, the 
coaching staff, the whole organization. But 
I'm prepared to meet it head on. 

Unfortunately for Goldsmith, he wasn't 
around when the Owls put the finishing 
touches on spring workouts. He was lying 
in a nearby hospital room after undergoing 
successful back surgery to repair a dislocat- 
ed disc the morning of Rice's annual Blue- 
Gray Game. 

Had he been in Rice Stadium that 
Saturday afternoon, Goldsmith might've 


been encouraged by what he saw on offense, 
despite only a 14-13 win by the Blues. 

Donald Hollas, who has inherited the 
quarterback position from the graduated 
Quentis Roper, threw for two touchdowns. 
Running back Richard Williams, a 5-11, 190 
pound senior, continued to show a craftiness 
both at running and catching the ball 

The defense, however, struggled despite 
the low score. Defense will continue in 
1989 to be the primary problem that has 
grounded the Owls most of the past two 
decades. 

Rice in '88 was one of the more porous 
units in the SWC, allowing an average of 
417.6 yatds a game. The Owls gave up a 
total of 358 points. The year before Rice 
owned the weakest defense in the confer- 
ence, allowing 5,257 yards and 427 points. 

In September the Owls will welcome 
back six starters on defense and a like num- 
ber on offense among 52 returning veterans 

The work has already begun toward 
shoring up Rice's Achilles Heel. 

"We're beginning to build on detense," 
said Goldsmith. "A majority of what we re- 
Cruited this year was for defense, but that is 
for future years. We got better each day of 
the spring, so it's just a race against time." 

Time is something the Owls apparently 
have plenty of. Goldsmith signed a four- 
year contract when he left the Razorbacks, 
who won the SWC title last season. He was 
given no timetable for turning the Owls into 
contenders. 

If Goldsmith is to enjoy anything near 
the success at Rice that Arkansas experi- 
must devise the defensive touch 
that was the trademark of the

Goldsmith has not yet said exactly what 
defense he'll use at Rice. But the 3-4 was 
his bible at Arkansas. 

Regardless, he'll have a solid corner- 
stone on which to build in linebacker 0.J. 
Brigance, a 6-foot, 220 pound junior. 

Brigance set a single-season school 
record for tackles (128) last season and 
continued to perform consistently in the 
spring. 

Should fifth-year senior linebacker Will 
Hollas bounce back from a series of knee 
operations that sidelined him most of the 
past two years, he would be a formidable 
complement to Brigance. 

The 6-3, 220 pound Hollas, older 
brother of Donald, was held out of spring 
drills to allow extra healing time for his frag- 
ile knees. 

Goldsmith, however, must replace a 
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pair of graduated linebackers - Jeff Hood 
and Wade Lee. 

In the secondary Rice will miss the tal- 
ents of cornerback William McClay, one of 
the top performers in the SWC the last four 
years. But Everett Coleman, a 5-9, 180 
Pound senior who became a mainstay last 
year, is back. 

With Donald Hollas, SWC Newcomer of 
the Year on defense two years ago, moving 
to quarterback, the Owls now have a huge 
hole to fill at safety. 

Either junior Nigel Codrington (6-2, 
190), who showed solid potential last sea- 
son, or fellow junior David Griffin (5-10, 
185) should take over for Hollas. 

Like the secondary, the defensive line 
has been hard hit by graduation. Chief 
among the missing components is 6-2, 250 
pound nose guard Ted Humphreys. Also 


absent will be defensive tackle David Alston, 
6-2, 235 pound three-year letterman, 

Goldsmith has far fewer problems on 
offense. Hollas, who started two games at 
quarterback last season, stepped back under 
center during the spring and hardly missed 
a beat. 

Hollas was eight of 10 for 108 yards in 
the Owls’ first scrimmage. He threw for at 
least two touchdowns in each of the three 
full-contact spring drills. 

Goldsmith has likened Hollas to Steve 
Walsh (Miami) and Troy Aikman (UCLA). 
“He's got as much ability as those guys," the 
coach said. "He's a big, tough kid who real- 
ly reminds me of Aikman.” the first player 
taken in the NFL draft 

Throughout the spring Goldsmith ex- 
perimented with his offense, frequently 
using a one-back, pass-oriented setup. But 


he says the Owls will try to maintain an 
equal balance between the run and the pass 
in the fall. 

“We want to be able to run the option," 
he said, "but we're going to throw at least 50 
percent of the time." 

With the graduation of Lorenzo Cyphers 
(5-10, 210) at fullback and no heir apparent 
the Owls will feature a diminutive backfield 

Their option game likely won't include 
many of the punishing runs up the middle 
Cyphers made commonplace the past two 
seasons. 

But Williams will no doubt make the 
enemy pay on the outside. In the third spring 
scrimmage he carried 17 times for 185 yards 

Williams scored on a 95-yard run on 
the first play of the workout, He later added 
a 1-yard scoring plunge. 

Hollas was 18 of 23 for 236 yards and 
two touchdowns on the day. 

Bobby Schrader, a 6-1, 190 pound 
sophomore and Hollas' understudy, hit 
on nine of 18 for another 187 yards and 
one TD. 

Wide receiver Chris Nixon, a fifth-year 
senior making a comeback from an injury- 
plagued season, had four catches for 126 
yards and two touchdowns. 

Another boost to the offense this year 
comes from Eric Henley, a 5-8, 190 pound 
sophomore. The native of Ontario, Calif., 
last season carried 67 times for 330 yards 
and two touchdowns. 

He caught 26 passes for 283 yards and 
another two touchdowns. Henley will also 
be the Owls’ primary return man. 

In '88 he returned 24 kickotts for 410 
yards and had another 15 trips on punt re- 
turns, good for 127 yards. 

Although the defense has provided 
most of the headaches for Goldsmith and 
his staff this spring, the Owls must also 
shore up a kicking game that for the past 
two seasons has been woeful at best 

Junior Clint Parsons returns to handle 
the place-kicking chores. The 5-10, 160 
Pound junior booted nine of 17 field goals 
last year with his longest 48 yards. He hit 
on 14 of 16 conversions. 

Parsons will probably punt, too. In 
1988 he had nine punts blocked in 60 tries 
and averaged only 38.5 yards. 

Questions abound. But with Goldsmith 
calling the shots, the answers may come in 
interesting and exciting fashion 

After 1988 almost anything he and 
the Owls do will be a refreshing change 
for their fans.
